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PLAN WELL AND PAY 
PROMPTLY 


PROM recent inquiries made by this Journal it would seem that there 

are growing delays between the submission of a firm-price tender and 
its formal acceptance; and even longer delays in the settlement of final 
accounts. In both cases local authorities are the principal culprits. Neither 
of these complaints is new; in fact, both have been a source of much annoyance 
and, worse, loss of money to contractors for many years. 


On the first the Code of Tendering Procedure recently published by the 
Joint Consultative Committee of Architects, Quantity Surveyors and Builders 
has this to say. “It is reasonable to expect that each tenderer will be anxious 
to know whether his offer is the lowest. This information will be important 
to the successful tenderer, who will require the earliest intimation in order 
to settle to the best advantage any sub-contracts for materials and services. 
The knowledge that his tender is not being considered may influence a builder 
to tender more keenly for other work. Conversely, when a firm believes that 
a number of its tenders are being considered, it may be reluctant to tender 


elsewhere. The rapid notification of results of tendering should be considered 
as a public duty.” 


This is clear enough, but the main difficulty is in impressing its importance 
on building owners and their representatives. The recent decision of the 
Joint Consultative Committee to send a copy of their Code to every local 
authority in the country should help. It is obviously essential to the efficient 
organisation of their work that contractors should know at the earliest 
possible moment exactly how they stand, and building owners, local authority 
and private, must somehow be brought to realise that long delays in the 
acceptance of tenders tend to lead to higher initial prices to cover unknown 
risks, or to claims for extra costs due to working under different conditions 
from those anticipated in the first instance. A contractor cannot be expected 
to make a prompt start on a contract unless he has a reasonable length of 
time in which to place his orders for materials and to organise his work 
properly. 


Prompt payment is equally important. It has been calculated that at 
any one time something like £100m. is owing to contractors. This seems 
to be a conservative figure, but whether it is or not probably no other industry 
is saddled with such a huge credit burden. Sometimes the blame is placed 
on sub-contractors failing to submit their accounts promptly; sometimes local 
authority finance officers are accused of exceeding their duties of arithmetical 
check; it has even been argued that the amount finally due to a contractor 
is often so small as to make it hardly worth his while to chase it up if, 
as is likely, he has further urgent work on hand or coming forward. No 
doubt there is a lot to be said for and against each of these points, but the 
fact remains that the longer contractors have to wait for their money the 
more expensive building becomes. 


Important as the two factors mentioned are, an even greater impediment 
to efficient building operations today is the extent to which variations are 
introduced in the course of contracts. Many of these variations could and 
would be avoided if those making them were more acutely aware of the 
disruption caused to a contractor’s programme by changes made in agreed 
plans and the sequence of work on the site. What so often makes matters 
worse is that the benefits resulting from variations are often not worth a 
half of the expense and delay they cause. 


It is for these reasons that the construction side of the industry particularly 
will welcome the news that the Joint Consultative Committee is considering 
following up its Code of Selective Tendering Procedure with a new publication 
setting forth a Code of Job Procedure. This document, when published, 
should bring home the cost of variations and related matters to those who, 
after all the years of advice and exhortation, still like to think that plans for 
building operations are nothing more than a rough draft of what is required, 
and behave accordingly. 
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MINISTRY ENGINEER ATTACKS BRIDGE 


DESIGN CRITICS 


Prestressed Concrete Group’s Meeting 


()PENING a meeting on prestressed 
” concrete bridges held at the Insti- 
tution of Civil Engineering last week, 
Mr. H. C. ADAMS, assistant chief engi- 
neer (bridges), Ministry of Transport, 
referring to recent criticisms of bridge 
design in this country, said he would 
try to restore some sense of proportion 
after the distortions which he felt had 
left their image on the public mind in 
the last few months. The consulting 
engineers of this country were second 
to none in the world, they did a great 
volume of work all over the world, and 
their interests were being undermined 
by this criticism which spread itself 
from one side of the globe to the other. 

The meeting was arranged by the Pre- 
stressed Concrete Development Group, Mr. 
C. W. Hamilton, the president-elect of the 
Group, presiding. Welcoming the gathering, 
he said the members of the Group were 
very pleased and gratified to have present 
so large and distinguished an audience for 
what he was sure would be a most interest- 
ing and instructive day. 

It was the turn of British engineers to 
show what a remarkable contribution they 
had made to the progress of prestressed 
concrete construction over the past ten 
years or so, not only in this country but 
also overseas. 

Inviting Mr. H. C. Adams to formally 
open the meeting, the chairman said he 
was the official observer to the Group for 
the Ministry and he had done a tremen- 
dous lot in the development of prestressed 
concrete in this country. He had been of 
great help to the Group as an official ob- 
server and had been a tower of strength in 
the Ministry in ensuring that the ideas in 
which all the members of the Group be- 
lieved took their rightful place; also his 
services had been of inestimable value to 
the Committee which had been working 
on the standards for bridges. 


Reply to Critics 


Hr. H. C. Adams said the Papers that 
would follow would deal closely with pre- 
stressed bridges; therefore he did not pro- 
pose to deal with those at length, but rather 
to try to take stock of the present posi- 
tion in this country and thereby, as it 
were, to set the scene for what was to 
follow throughout the day; also to try to 
restore some sense of proportion after the 
distortions which he felt had left their 
image on the public mind in the last few 
months. There were in the audience archi- 
tects, surveyors and engineers from high- 
way authorities. He hoped they would 
forgive him if he explained the general 
set-up in this country, because it was 
essential that people should understand it 
when talking of bridge design. 

The highway system in this country was 
split up into various classes of roads. There 
were the trunk roads (which included the 
motorways), classified and unclassified 
roads. For the trunk roads the Ministry 
of Transport was responsible 100 per cent. 
financially. In the main the county coun- 
cils and some other highway authorities 
acted as the Ministry’s agents in carrying 
out the work on the bridges. For the 
classified road system the highway authori- 
ties—again mainly the county councils, 
through their county surveyors—carried 
out the work in their own right. Here 
again the Ministry took a large and gene- 
rally a major share in the cost, its percent- 
age of cost being 50 for class 3 roads, 68 
for class 2 and 75 for class 1. The Minister 
had to approve new works in the classified 
road or trunk road systems, 


Broadly, the highway authorities were 
capable of handling the bulk of the work 
which had to be done with the present rate 
of building in this country. Their work 
was supplemented to an important extent, 
although in bulk it was not so large, by 
that of consulting engineers. But owing to 
the comparatively small volume of work 
which was taking place—thank goodness 
it was growing—the number of consulting 
engineers engaged was comparatively small. 
He emphasised that point because he knew 
of scores of first-class consulting engineers 
who could handle our bridge work and 
who had not yet had the opportunity to 
engage in it, simply because there was not 
enough work to spread over the field at 
present. He hoped that situation would 
change; it could change only by a big in- 
crease in the volume of bridge work in the 
country, 

In order to take stock of the present 
position, one must start at the bottom— 
and, judging from what he had seen in 
the Press during the last few months, 
that was pretty low! It was not his object 
to inquire into the reason for this Press 
agitation, but merely to start from that 
position. The bulk of it, he believed, and 
probably most of his audience would recog- 
nise, was completely uninformed. However, 
a proportion of it came from sources where 
he thought there should be more under- 
standing. Some of it came from qualified 
engineers. As an example of it, he quoted 
a short extract from a long letter which 
appeared in a technical journal; the whole 
tone of the letter was in the same sense, 
so that he was not doing the writer an 
injustice by quoting: “The Ministry of 
Transport’s views on bridge design are a 
generation behind the times.” Certainly, 
he said, the writer had got it across, leaving 
no doubt about what he meant. He thought 
that was fairly typical of what had appeared 
in the Press on a number of occasions 
during the last four months, 


Development in Recent Years 


Running through the activities of the 
last generation, he said that 30 years ago 
at the Ministry he had had the greatest 
difficulty in getting acceptance in this 
country of the idea of the vertical beam 
abutment. It was the practice in those 
days to build tremendous abutments in 
mass concrete, thick abutments; the ver- 
tical beam abutment was only about lft. 
or 18in. thick. There was very great op- 
position in this country and the Ministry 
was considered to be taking undue risks. 
As a result of its use, however, vast sums 
of money were saved in the years that 
followed and the vertical beam abutment 
came to be accepted as a recognised thing. 

Coming back to the letter which he had 
mentioned earlier, Mr. Adams quoted 
another statement: “ For many years the 
Ministry insisted on the extensive trans- 
verse prestressing of composite slab bridges, 
which is quite unnecessary, as has been 
proved by tests.” To check on that, the 
Ministry was able to locate records for 
a number of bridges.. A few of the records 
they had not been able to trace, but they 
had managed to find 31 relating to the 
period prior to 1956. Of that 31, seven 
were prestressed transversely, transverse 
mild steel reinforcement was used in 18. 
He had not yet been able to get hold of 
the plans for the remaining six. But there 
were sufficient cases to show that the 
statement quoted, even if applied to the 
position as it was nearly four years ago, 
was quite untrue. 

Immediately before the last war, slightly 
over 20 years ago, the Ministry had ar- 
ranged for and had built a number of pre- 


stressed bridge beams throughout the 
country to hold ready for emergency in 
the event of war. They were stored for 
emergency use during the war, but had not 
to be used then, and they were used in 
bridges in this country for emergency in 
peacetime, except for a few of the longest 
beams, which were turned over to the 
Cement and Concrete Association for test- 
ing in the course of its research work on 
long term relaxation losses in the steel. 

Throughout the whole of the period 
since those beams were made, with the 
exception of the war period, the Ministry 
had kept in the closest touch with the 
Association and the Prestressed Concrete 
Development Group and had taken advan- 
tage of the vast help they had given. He 
was glad to pay tribute to their work 
because they had done more for the pro- 
gress of bridge design in this country in 
the past 10 or 15 years, to his mind, than 
had any other organisation, and they had 
given tremendous help to the Ministry, 
which was only too pleased to work whole- 
heartedly with them and to take advantage 
of all the help they were willing to give and 
were continuing to give. 

Another point was the modern use of 
rubber bearings in bridges. The Ministry 
had encouraged their use because it 
thought it was a good thing to do, but it 
was criticised from some sources for going 
a little too fast on this; it was accused of 
being “ahead of our time.” 

He did not know the exact number of 
prestressed concrete bridges in this coun- 
try, but there were more than 400 pre- 
stressed concrete highway bridges built 
here up to the present time. 

The Ministry had played a major part 
in the construction of the bridges in Great 
Britain. A few years ago we had reached 
a stage in prestressed bridge design in 
which we were well ahead of the United 
States. Now the Americans had over- 
hauled us in respect of numbers; of course 
they had, but they had made a Iate start. 

His Department had tried to remove the 
distortion in the public’s mind to some 
extent by an exhibition of photographs, 
designs, perspectives, etc., of prestressed 
concrete bridges already built, or under 
construction or about to be built. At first 
it was arranged in the House of Commons 
for Members of Parliament to assist in the 
answering of one or two questions raised 
in the House at the time, and it was con- 
sidered so valuable that it was transferred 
to the building of the Institution of Civil 
Engineers; with the kind co-operation of 
the Institution, the exhibition was on show 
there for between two and three weeks. 
He was sorry it did not get the same pub- 
licity in the Press as had been given to 
adverse criticisms in connection with 
bridges. 

Some might say that the Ministry itself 
was not responsible for all these things. 
However, the Ministry, the county sur- 
veyors and consulting engineers who had 
taken part in bridge work stood together in 
this matter; if bridge design were behind 
in this country it was fairly and squarely 
on the Ministry of Transport plate. 


Life of Bridges 


Mentioning one or two of the problems 
and aims in the bridge field, he said he had 
found there was quite a misunderstanding 
about what the life of a highway bridge 
should be. The position was fairly simple. 
There were in this country more than 
100,000 highway bridges. Apart from new 
construction, which added to that number, 
the reconstruction of the old bridges at the 
present time was at the rate of something 
like 50 bridges per annum. Of course, that 
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rate would have to be stepped up. But from 
a very simple arithmetical calculation it 
was quite clear that, however much we 
stepped it up, bridges had to be built for 
permanency. It was of no use constructing 
a bridge for 100 years’ life and recon- 
structing; it just could not be done. 

That gave an idea of the Ministry’s ap- 
proach to the bridge problem. We must 
see that the bridges were comparatively 
maintenance-free and that they were built 
to last. Naturally, anybody who had the 
overall responsibility for these bridges must 
take to some extent a conservative view. 
But—he had in mind stresses, loads and 
everything else—sometimes we had to go 
forward. That was why the Ministry was 
wholeheartedly behind the work of the 
Group, which offered tremendous possi- 
bilities. 

Qualities Sought 

What were the qualities sought in a 
new highway bridge? First, of course, 
was service to traffic; that was fundamen- 
tal, it was the very object of the building 
of a bridge, it had to form a part of the 
highway. It should be permanent and 
maintenance-free. The most important 
feature perhaps was that of the founda- 
tions. If he had to size up the calibre of 
a bridge engineer he first looked at the 
foundations of that engineer’s bridge, be- 
cause a glance at those would interpret the 
man almost completely. Aesthetic qualities 
were also very important. He was _ not 
thinking in terms of ephemeral values, 
which changed with opinion from one year 
to the next; in architecture and music we 
saw the lighter and unimportant elements 
superimposed on the more permanent 
values, which latter we must never lose 
sight of. He was speaking in terms of the 
permanent aesthetic values rather than the 
frills. 

In this connection Mr. Adams paid trib- 
ute to the help which his Department had 
received from the Royal Fine Art Com- 
mission. By and large, he said, the Com- 
mission had had a tremendous beneficent 
influence on bridge design in this country 
over the past 10 years and they were con- 
tinuing to give tremendous help. He had 
not the slightest doubt that the appearance 
of bridges in this country is now very much 
better than it was, and he hoped that an 
understanding of that was spreading 
throughout the country. 

Economy was very important, but not to 
be obtained at the sacrifice of these other 
important factors. Bearing in mind the 
length of time a bridge had to last, hund- 
reds of years, to pare off a small amount of 
its cost was of no value if we were to lose 
it on maintenance later. We must be very 
careful about that. 


Standardisation 


A subject which had been very much in 
the minds of bridge engineers over the last 
few years was that of standardisation of 
bridge design, and it was a difficult one. 
It must not interfere with the character, 
the aesthetic qualities, of a bridge; it was 
found that when we discussed standardisa- 
tion we were not always thinking of the 
same: thing. 

Professor Lynn, of California, came to 
this country at the instance of the Group, 
and at the. end of the lecture he delivered 
he was asked questions on standardisation. 
He replied that of course we were 
interested. in standardisation. But what 
he had meant by “standardisation 
of bridges” was the standardisation of 
shuttering for precast beams, i.e., a stan- 
dard form for the shape of the bottom 
flange, a standard form for the web, but 
not the complete shuttering because the 
depth of the beams would have to change 
with the span. So that if we could get a 
shape for the bottom three-quarters of the 
beam which would allow it to be built up 
with the varying depths, that was about as 
far as we could go. 

At the present time that was probably 
the uniform opinion in this country; and 
he believed that at that meeting of the 
Group a little more would be said about 
standardised peams, because it was some- 
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thing which the Group and the Cement and 
Concrete Association had been working on, 
in close touch with his Department, for 
some months, and they had made consider- 
able progress. In dealing with it we had to 
consider how the results of this research 
could be used, with the increase in motor- 
way construction and the building of 
motorway bridges. It was more important 
than ever before because we had standard 
widths. Unfortunately, well over 50 per 
cent. of our bridges were skewed, which 
introduced another factor. It was often 
said that with a skewed bridge we could 
have the beam standards varying in length 
by 5ft. at a time. We could not do that, 
however, because on a motorway we had 
to line up the faces of the abutments 
throughout the road; also the faces had to 
be parallel with the road. These were 
problems which the engineer must consider 
when making use of standard beams. He 
had found that more than 80 per cent. of 
our bridges were 50ft. in span, and that 
offered something in the way of standardi- 
sation. By far the bulk of our bridges fell 
into the narrow range between (say) 35ft. 
and 50ft. 

The last quality, but by no means the 
least important, that we sought in our 
bridges was quality of workmanship. It 
would be realised how important it was 
with prestressed bridges that the quality of 
the workmanship, the impervious nature of 
the concrete and the grouting should be 
beyond all doubt. That was where the 
contractor’s contribution lay, not in criti- 
cising the overall design of a bridge but 
in doing a good job, ensuring that he gave 
first-class workmanship; there was plenty 
of scope for him there, and the bulk of our 
contractors were fulfilling their obligation 
in that respect admirably. 


Who is the Judge? 


What was the true position in this 
country at the present time? Mr. Adams 
suggested that all the agitation in the Press 
got us absolutely nowhere. Who was to 
be the judge in these matters? Certainly 
not the public generally, because they had 
not the slightest idea of how a bridge 
should be designed and what were the 
important factors in the design of a bridge. 
But the public were very interested and 
the Press were only too glad to take advan- 
tage of all that came to them; it made a 
story, but the public could not judge and 
it must be wrong that engineers should ap- 
peal to the public to try to make them 
judge of the posititon. 

The design of a bridge was much more 
than merely a few calculations about the 
strength of a beam or an abutment wall, 
in spite of what some learned professors 
might have said. Bridge design required 
an overall knowledge and understanding 
of it from the foundations upwards. The 
engineer had still to be thoroughly trained 
and experienced, so that he could take ad- 
vantage of the use of the standardised 
beam which would be offered to him with 
all the other tools he had at his disposal. 
He had to be the judge of the designs for 
the bridges we built. In the end it was for 
posterity, but there must be somebody who 
understood the whole field and not just 
one small part of it; it could not be some- 
body who got rid of his responsibility when 
he had collected his fee. The responsibility 
remained to the present generation and 
to the generations which followed. 

That sense of responsibility was most 
important. Bridge engineering was a great 
profession and we must develop and pre- 
serve in it a sense of responsibility and 
proportion. 

Again on the question of public criticism 
which was unjust, he said that within a 
very short time of it developing he had 
heard from America, Australia, Southern 
Germany and Sweden that such criticism 
was being reproduced in those parts of the 
world; and, of course, it must have been 
reproduced in many olther parts. The 
consulting engineers of this country were 
second to none in the world, they did a 
great volume of work all over the world, 
and their interests were being. undermined 
by this criticism which spread itself from 
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one side of the globe to the other. He 
commended the point to consideration be- 
cause it was a matter of the utmost im- 
portance from the point of view of the 
interests and the very livelihood of our 
country. 

The chairman, in thanking Mr. Adams 
for his address, said it was very pleasing 
that the Group had given him the oppor- 
tunity to put the matter into its right per- 
spective. 


BRIDGES IN THE BRITISH ISLES 


Introducing Mr. Goldstein, the first 
lecturer, the chairman said he was a 
partner in R. Travers Morgan and Partners. 
Another partner in that firm was Lt.-Col. 
Kirkland, who had served with very great 
distinction as President of the Group. 

It was of interest that Mr. Goldstein had 
accompanied the Minister of Transport on 
his recent tour of Germany, and one was 
confident that there could have been no 
one better able to put the points on con- 
crete bridges to the Minister. 

Mr. A. GOLDSTEIN, B.Sc.(Eng.), A.C.G.I1., 
D.I.C., M.I.C.E., M.I.Struct.E., M.1.H.E., 
M.Cons.E., first apologised to those 
engineers in Great Britain whose designs 
he was not featuring in this short talk, and 
thanked those who had very considerably 
assisted him by providing details of their 
designs, lantern slides and the like, which 
enabled him to talk on a fairly wide basis. 
He wanted to emphasise design rather than 
construction, since the meeting would be 
interested more in what kinds of bridges 
there were than in the technical details. 

We had a tradition of civil engineering 
design in this country, he continued, which 
was second to none, and he contended that 
against any criticism. Equally he main- 
tained that engineers in this country 
could, given the opportunity, design 
bridges as well as, and indeed better than, 
engineers elsewhere. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, it was only too poignantly true that 
for years the opportunities to do so were 
very limited, and it was only in the last 
year or two that things had opened up. 

Illustrating his talk by designs of bridges 
or projects under construction, he said 
that most of those bridges would be of 
medium-size spans and some of smaller 
spans. It was often difficult to judge the 
aesthetic properties of an extremely large 
structure. Who was to say that the Forth 
Bridge was large and beautiful, or merely 
large? 

In considering the design of bridges and 
their aesthetic qualities he felt than one 
must differentiate between unintentional 
and intentional monumentality. Uninten- 
tional monumentality was brought about 
when the purpose rather than the effect 
was kept in mind by the designer; inten- 
tional monumentality was shown by a 
designer who, by pretentious symmetry or 
some other means, assigned importance to 
his work which it often did not possess. 
It was well that designers approached their 
subject in a frame of mind having a proper 
degree of humility. Certainly in talking of 
bridges in Britain that aspect was very 
much in his mind. 

Among the many bridges he illustrated 
was one with cantilever suspended spans, 
70ft. side spans and 160ft. main span. A 
feature of interest in the construction was 
that the formwork for the piers was 
moulded with P.V.C., and he thought there 
was a lot of scope for development in that 
kind of technique. 

Another was a bridge with a very simple 
span of 106ft. It was designed with no 
pretention and it looked very well. Rubber 
bearings on the abutments looked very 
nice. 

A very interesting aspect of one bridge 
was that the supports of the piers might 
be termed “multi-leg portals.” It had a 
very pleasing flush appearance underneath. 
The articulation of the structure was by 
flexure of the columns. The bridge had 
a general light and very commendable 
appearance. 

Speaking of a bridge with a 203ft. central 
span and 75ft. anchor spans, having an 
overall width of 79ft, 6in., again a double 
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cantilever suspended span design, Mr. 
Goldstein pointed to its very pleasantly 
curved masonry-faced abutments. 

Regarding some viaduct designs, he said 
that over the total length (which in one 
case was 900ft.) there was only one expan- 
sion joint, in the middle. 

In a design proposed for one bridge over 
a trunk road there was no central support, 
which he considered was good for the 
motorist and for the onlooker. 

A design, one of three alternatives for a 
river bridge which were out for tender, 
had a main span of 500ft., which, if that 
design were adopted, would be the largest 
span in this country. It had expansion 
joints. The piers were cellular. In another 
river bridge design, with an overall length 
of just over 2,000ft., the spans generally 
being 120-140ft., the articulation was 
interesting, since the bridge was held at 
each abutment, over the 2,000ft. there was 
one expansion joint, and movement was 
provided for by rollers under the piers. 

Another bridge, with a main span of 
120ft., had “V’-shaped supports, and Mr. 
Goldstein considered the result to be very 
successful—a graceful design. 


Points in Recent Designs 


The illustrations, he said, represented 
fair credit both to the profession and the 
industry. Among the points’ which 
appeared to be given a great deal of atten- 
tion in recent bridge designs were the 
following:— 

(1) The problems of detail and lengthy 
analysis were very readily grasped, since it 
was appreciated that methods of calcula- 
tion, and in particular the computer 
techniques, provided a great aid in 
analysis. 

(2) Much attention was paid to the 
proper articulation of bridge structures. 
This applied particularly to items such as 
hinges, rubber bearings, etc., and to the 
corresponding expansion joints in the deck; 
but with regard to the latter there was 
considerable scope for improvement. 

(3) There had been a_ considerable 
increase in the number of continuous pre- 
stressed concrete bridges. 

(4) More attention was being paid and 
should continue to be paid to attaining 
good concrete finishes, often by means of 
featuring shutter marks without any addi- 
tional special measures. 

(5) Designers often achieved a clarity of 
form and function which was happily left 
unembellished. 

(6) Proper attention was being given to 
the question of subsequent maintenance, 
noticeably in such elements as balustrading 
and expansion joints, which were often 
troublesome features. 

(7) Transverse reinforcement was gener- 
ally considered more economical than 
transverse prestress. 

(8) There was as yet a problem due to 
the fact that the number of civil engineer- 
ing contractors who had proper experience 
of prestressed bridge construction was of 
necessity rather limited. This made the 
estimating of costs difficult and indeed pro- 
duced tenders at times which did not 
adequately reflect the realistic cost of the 
work. Time and the greater amount of 
work done would be the cure for this 


problem. 
A Challenge 


The civil engineering industry and pro- 
fession, he added, was faced with a 
considerable challenge over the next period 
of years. There was little doubt that more 
and more work would have to be done 
and that prestressed concrete would enjoy 
ample use. It was entirely proper for the 
public to expect this work to be done 
well; they would not use as a yardstick a 
rough and ready comparison with the. work 
done abroad; it must be appreciated that 
ad hoc comparisons of one or two bridges 
in this country with one or two particular 
instances abroad were valueless, which- 
ever way the results turned out. Any 
comparison must be made on a broad 
basis, and on this basis he had not one iota 
of doubt that the designers and contractors 
of this country would prove worthy of their 
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heritage and capable of meeting the 
challenge. 


PRESTRESSED CONCRETE 
BRIDGES ABROAD 


This aspect was dealt with by Mr. Harris, 
who, said the Chairman, had very wide 
experience in prestressed concrete, being 
one of the pioneers of its development. 
He was now vice-president-elect of the 
Group, chairman of the development com- 
mittee, and was responsible for a lot of the 
work the Group was now doing. 

Mr. A. J. Harris, B.Sc.(Eng.), M.I.C.E., 
M.Cons.E., said that from his friends aver- 
seas he had received photographs of beam 
bridges, slab bridges, and here and there 
an arch; he set out to summarise certain 
general tendencies and to devote a little 
more time to two or three which seemed 
to be of peculiar interest. 

Summing up the features which sprang 
to light in the sort of photographs and 
drawings and so on which he had 
received, he said that prestressed concrete 
beams were used very widely. The ten- 
dency in their design was to make them 
as deep as possible and as widely spaced 
as possible. There was a tendency towards 
larger and larger tendons. He had dis- 
covered a frontier in Europe north of 
which there was a quite remarkable degree 
of precision in estimating the force at the 
end of the tendon; south of that frontier 
there was quite an appreciable degree of 
precision in estimating the force at the 
middle of the tendon. Some of the German 
people included a load cell at the end. If 
it could be made electronic, so much the 
better. Very little attention seemed to be 
paid to friction loss, and he found that 
difficult to understand. 

Illustrating an approach to a bridge, he 
said that very seldom were the beams cast 
in position; and in another illustration he 
showed a rather neat erection which was 
used to launch the beams into position. 
Arch bridges fell into a type which he also 
showed, with the inclined leg at the end 
reaching down to the support, and a very 
slender beam in the middle. The technical 
fact behind this scheme was that pre- 
stressed concrete was exceedingly strong in 
bending and it was unnecessary to seek 
the funicular line with the same degree 
of compulsion as with reinforced concrete. 


Little to Learn 


Having thus illustrated the ordinary 
sort of run-of-mill stuff which the vast 
majority of bridge engineers were doing 
overseas and which he supposed nearly all 
of us in this country were doing, he felt 
that in connection with that type of struc- 
ture there was not much that we had. to 
learn; there was much that we could study 
and could probably absorb with profit, but 
there was relatively little in relation to the 
whole, except on minor details, in which 
we could really see an advantage. 

There were two bridges on which he 
concentrated, one being of 300ft. span, and 
which was triangulated; the second was a 
prestressed concrete suspension bridge 
recently completed in Belgium. They had 
something novel. 


300ft. Span Bridge 


Illustrating the 300ft. span bridge, he 
said there was a 66ft. suspended span in 
the middle, and essentially it was a double 
cantilever. It was a simple bridge. There 
were four ribs of rectangular section; the 
bottom boom was of the order of 18in. 
broad by 2lin. deep, the diagonals were 
18in. square. The deck was cast in situ 
over the lot, once the ribs had been 
erected. This method gave a remarkably 
light overall weight of structure. The 
mean thickness of concrete was about 
2lin., which was good for a bridge of 300ft. 
span; he thought it particularly good, in 
view of the simplicity of construction. 

The bridge was split up; there were two 
precast triangles. At the top high tensile 
steel bars were fitted, which tied it back 
to the abutments. There was a detail near 
the abutment which was the most impor- 
tant part of the whole structure. 

He illustrated the casting of the ribs on 
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the ground, and said the whole of one half 
of the bridge was cast at the same time. 
The joint used consisted of a steel plate 
and pin, and the pin was withdrawn when 
the elements had been cast and hardened 
and lifted. Since they were cast together, 
they would go back together with ease. 
The erection procedure was to hang them 
in the air, slip in the pin, and then all 
that was necessary was the adjustment at 
the end of each triangle, using the high 
tensile steel bars. He showed a detail of 
the hinge, the pin joint; there was a sort 
of trunnion plate, which was pinned. 

The alternative possibilities were 
interesting. While casting one member 
against the next there was no particular 
reason why we needed any trunnion plates 
and pins at all. It was feasible to cast 
one surface with a register and to cast the 
other surface directly against it, without 
any jointing at all. That method had been 
used on a large scale in Russia, where they 
had made large precast segments cast one 
against the other, parting them and putting 
them together again. 

Without expressing his opinion on the 
appearance of the bridge, he said it was 
very clear that this type of construction 
for bridges was a feasible proposition and, 
when it lent itself to larger spans, with 
very considerable economy of materials. 
The factor which beat us over very big 
spans was the deadweight; but he was con- 
vinced that it was the sort of thing which 
had a future. 


Belgian Suspension Bridge 


The suspension bridge in Belgium, 
which was built by Mr. Van de Pitte, was 
only a continuous beam; it was stressed 
by a cable which was everywhere outside 
the beam. There were points in regard 
to it which needed emphasis. The first 
was the need for fairly substantial dead- 
load to permit the voluptuous deflection 
in the cable. Secondly, the cables were 
put outside and they required very sub- 
stantial measures of protection. Mr. Van 
de Pitte had the same cables as were used 
for suspension in the United States. 

So far as the method was at present 
developed, it was essentially an in-situ 
technique. Mr. Van de Pitte had cast the 
deck in situ on scaffolding, then put up 
his cable in a lower position and used 
jacks to lengthen his cable. There was a 
considerable economy of steel, and in 
particular the steel was incorporated in the 
structure in a singularly convenient and 
conveniently constructed form. 

In Mr. Harris’s view there was clearly 
a limitation in respect of the total lifting 
force; if that force were very much greater 
there would be difficulty in mobilising the 
necessary number of jacks. Doubtless, 
however, other means of stressing cables 
could be devised. 

A matter worth mentioning was that 
abroad, as in this country and as Mr. 
Adams had said, there was an increasing 
use of rubber pads for providing hinges, 
and so on; and he illustrated a bridge of 
150-180ft. span, nothing very sensational, 
which incorporated rubber pads; each was 
a sort of lentil-shaped block, with very 
carefully calculated top and bottom radii 
of curvature. Generally speaking, he 
thought they represented a very substantial 
improvement on steel and cast steel 
rockers, various types of rollers and even 
the reinforced concrete hinge-type rocker. 

A development which he had found to 
be intriguing was the use of a prestressed 
concrete deck with a steel structure; in 
Germany and Holland particularly this 
scheme had been proposed and carried out 

on the biggest scale. He gathered that 
the steel manufacturers thought they were 
losing too many jobs to concrete, and that 
it would be of mutual benefit to combine 
the two forms of construction. Referring 
to the top flange of a typical girder bridge, 
he said that instead of having a steel 
member taking the compression, they 
carried the compression on the concrete 
deck. 
Narrows Bridge

Industry Looks Ahead With Confidence 


TTVHE contracting industry has entered 
1960 in a buoyant mood. It is 
slowly but surely throwing off the 
harness that held it back in 1957 and 
1958. Output and employment are 
both rising, and the state of the order- 
books is such that, barring unforeseen 
events, the next 12 months could be 
ones of unparalleled activity. The main 
reservations concern costs, and the 
availability of some materials. 

It is worth outlining the general back- 
ground against which the improvement is 
taking place. There are now no doubts that 
the economy is recovering from the reces- 
sion that reached its lowest point in the 
middle of 1958. Inquiry has shown that in 
the period June-October, 1959, some 50 per 
cent. of the companies questioned were 
working to full capacity, compared with 
only 20 per cent. in February, 1959. Real 
national production was some 4 per cent. 
higher in the third quarter of 1959 than 
in the first. Industrial production was 
some 7 per cent. higher in the third quarter 
of 1959 than in that of 1958. Total fixed 
capital formation is also rising: investment 
in plant and machinery may be lagging 
somewhat, but this has been more than 
offset by increased investment in vehicles 
and.in new buildings and works. The 
number of unemployed has fallen, unfilled 
vacancies have increased and more over- 
time is being worked. 


New Orders 
New orders placed for construction 
work in the first nine months of 1959 


amounted to £1,157m., or £211m. more than 
in the corresponding period of 1958: 
housebuilding of all kinds was the principal 
contributor, although other works, includ- 
ing industrial building, have been gradually 
picking up. 

New orders are in fact tending to out- 
pace work done, so the amount of work 
under construction is rising too. This is 
all to the good, since the level was 
dangerously low in 1958 and was clearly 
a factor operating against efficiency. 
Output-per-man has certainly improved 
since then, and it is likely that the index 
could go several points higher before a 
chronic labour’ shortage was again 
experienced. However, supplies of some 
materials, notably bricks, are still causing 
concern, primarily because production fell 
away during the recession and has been 
slow to recover. 


Labour Force 


The number of operatives employed 
increased steadily throughout 1959 until, 
in October, the total was 1,085,000, com- 
pared with 1,047,000 a year earlier and 
1,103,000 in October, 1956. Most of the 
recent increase has been on new housing 


for private developers, while the numbers 
on local authorities’ housing schemes has 
continued to decline. The slight fall in 
the amount of work under construction at 
the end of September, 1959, will have 
helped to ensure that the labour force is 
not too thinly spread. 

Wet weather was possibly a major reason 
for the 59,600 building operatives 
unemployed in the middle of November. 
Although this figure is nothing like as high 
as it was at the beginning of 1959 it is still 
disturbing, since it represents almost 6 per 
cent. of the total labour force. The future 
trend will, no doubt, be watched carefully 
by the unions. 

In contrast, the number of outstanding 
vacancies in November was almost double 
that of a year ago—13,590, against 6,591. 
Vacant jobs for carpenters and joiners rose

Production is now at record levels but 
so are home deliveries, and so far the latter 
have gained the upper hand. The fact 
that overall stocks are so low takes a lot 
from the argument that users should seek 
out local bricks. In the same way, with 
only about three or four days’ supplies in 
hand, there seems to be little scope for a 
general improvement in distribution, even 
if some of the criticism on this score may 
be justified. The best hope is that the 
manufacturers will increase output still 


further; by extending their capacity, if 
needs be. 
The cement position looks reasonably 


satisfactory, although here again stocks are

from 1,756 to 4,202; for bricklayers from 
1,372 to 2,344; and for plasterers from 357 
to 768. Read in conjunction with the 
unemployment figures they suggest that 
more attention than hitherto might be 
given to improving labour mobility. 


Productivity 


At 112 (official index, 1954 equals 100), 
output in the third quarter of 1959 was 
the highest recorded by the industry since 
the war. 

Dividing the indices by the labour force 
employed provides a rough index of 
output-per-man, as follows:— 

1955 equals 100; 1956 equals 103; 1957 
equals 106; 1958 equals 107; 1959—first 
quarter equals 109; second quarter equals 
110; third quarter equals 108. 

The improvement in output-per-man, 
measured in this somewhat rough and 
ready manner, compares’ reasonably 
favourably with increases in other indus- 
tries. Granted an adequate flow of 
materials and freedom from _ industrial 
disputes, there is good reason to hope that 
it will continue throughout 1960. 


Materials 


Inadequate brick supplies were the cause 
of much trouble throughout almost the 
whole of 1959, and there is still no 
guarantee that the situation is completely 
righted. The following table shows how

very much lower than they were a couple 
of years ago—242,000 tons at the end of 
November, 1959, compared with an aver- 
age of 362,000 in 1957-—despite the fact 
that exports in 1959 were on average lower 
than in some earlier years. None of the 
other major materials seems to be causing 
acute concern, or to be likely to do so in 
the immediate future. A question mark 
invariably hangs over steel supplies; here 
it can only be hoped that in the expansion 
schemes recently announced the im- 
portance of the construction industry has 
not been overlooked. Softwood stocks at 
present look sufficient. 


Costs 


1959 was a year of remarkable stability 
in building costs. At 113 (provisional) the 
official index was, in fact, two points lower 
than the average for 1958. Despite the 
Chancellor’s plea for lower prices all 
round, it is by no means certain that it will 
be possible to maintain this position 
throughout 1960. The outcome of the 
operatives’ application for 4d. an hour 
wage increase is still unknown. But apart 
from this, certain factors are bound to 
push up contractors’ wage costs during 
1960. By October 3, a 44-hour week will 
be general throughout the industry, and 
there will be no districts below Grade A. 
The civil engineering operatives have sub- 
mitted a claim for a reduction in weekly 
working hours to 40: the outcome of this 
claim is also awaited, but the operatives’ 
chances do not appear to be too good. 

It seems doubtful that the stability of 
material prices during 1957, 1958 and 
1959 will be sustained throughout the 
whole of 1960. Their steadiness in earlier 
years was due mainly to falls in the prices 
of imported materials, such as softwood, 
offsetting increases in the prices of some 
major home-produced materials. Now 
world prices of raw materials are rising in 
response to expansion in the industrial 
countries. Zinc, lead, copper and imported 
softwood prices were a shade higher in 
November than a few months earlier. Of 
course, any general wage increase or work- 
ing hours reduction would affect building 
material manufacturers’ costs in the same 
way as those of other manufacturers. 


Longer-term Prospects 


Such reservations apart, it is evident 
that the industry can look ahead with 
confidence. It is generally acknowledged

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A LAWYER CONSIDERS... 


A Company’s Residence for Tax Purposes — Surtax Directions 


N these days when so many medium and 
large contractors are organised by 
means of a holding company and various 
subsidiaries the decision of the House of 
Lords in Unit Construction Co., Ltd., v 
Bullock [(1959) 3 All E.R. 831] is of con- 
siderable interest. 

The facts were that the appellant com- 
pany U is a wholly owned subsidiary of 
B and three fellow subsidiaries of B were 
all registered in Kenya under that colony’s 
laws relating to limited liability companies. 
During the years 1952 and 1953 U made 
certain payments to these Kenya sub- 
sidiaries and then claimed under the terms 
of the Finance Act, 1953, S.20 to be 
entitled to deduct these payments in com- 
puting its liability to tax for the appro- 
priate years. The right to make this 
deduction only arises under S.20 if such 
companies to whom these subvention 
payments have been made were then 
“resident in the United Kingdom and 
carrying on a trade wholly or partly in 
the United Kingdom.” 

The parent or holding company had 
created these Kenya subsidiaries in 1948 
and 1949 and it was apparently the inten- 
tion that these companies should be solely 
resident in Africa so that their profits 
could be used for development there with- 
out liability to U.K. taxation and also 
apparently to forestall any question which 
might arise in connection with any future 
nationalisation of the building industry. 
For reasons largely connected with the 
Kenya disturbances these companies 
incurred losses which naturally worried the 
parent company whose directors decided 
to take over management and control. No 
formal agreement was ever reached with 
the Kenya companies that the parent com- 
pany should intervene in their control and 
management but the Kenya _ directors 
clearly appreciated that this change had in 
fact taken place. The position that 
resulted was that the directors of the 
Kenya subsidiaries did not, and for all 
practical purposes could not, manage and 
control the business of their companies; 
if they had tried to do so otherwise than 
in accordance with the directions of the 
parent company the latter would have 
removed them from office. The directors 
were not found, therefore, to have any 
greater authority either as individuals or as 
boards than other senior employees and 
there was no evidence that they ever acted 
or tried to act as boards. On these facts, 
therefore, the Special Commissioners of 
Income Tax who heard the appeal found 
that the Kenya boards were standing aside 
in all matters of real importance and in 
many matters of minor importance affect- 
ing the central management and control 
and that the real control and management 
was being exercised by the parent com- 
pany’s directors. They also found that 
while the controlling power and authority 
was exercised in London the Kenya com- 
panies’ constitutions in fact vested such 
power and authority in their own directors. 
However, looking at the facts as they were 
and not as they should be according to 
the constitution, the Commissioners found 
that the real control was in London and 
as, for the purposes of taxation, it is 
settled law that a company’s residence is 
where it is controlled, these companies 
were resident in London. It followed, 
therefore, that U’s subvention payments 
to make good the Kenya companies’ losses 
were deductible in computing U’s tax 
liability. 

This decision was reversed by the 
High Court and the Court of Appeal 
but the House of Lords unanimously 
restored it on the final appeal. The 
strongest argument against their Lord- 
ships’ view was that since the Kenya 
companies were being run in a way con- 
trary to their constitution this method of 
conducting their business was unlawful or 


at the least irregular and must be dis- 
regarded. But as Viscount Simonds said, 
“Nothing can be more factual and concrete 
than the acts of management which enable 
a court to find as a fact that central 
management and control is exercised in 
one country or another. It does not in 
any way alter their character that 

they are irregular. . . . The business is 
not the less managed in London because it 
ought to be managed in Kenya. Its 
residence is determined by the solid facts, 
not by the terms of its constitution how- 
ever imperative ... it is the actual place 
of management not that place in which 
it ought to be managed, which fixes the 
residence of a company.” 

This important case, therefore, makes 
clear that for tax purposes the test to be 
applied is the one laid down in an early 
tax case by Lord Loreburn, namely that 
“‘a company resides for purposes of income 
tax where its real business is carried on... 
the real business is carried on where 
central management and control actually 
abides.” This test is not to be modified 
because the real control is exercised in a 
way not authorised in the company’s con- 
stitution; the courts will now go behind 
written facades and find out the real 
situation to enable them to answer the 
question of where a company resides for 
tax purposes. With great respect one must 
feel that this decision is entirely correct. 
If this were not the test then many com- 
panies could, for such tax benefits as might 
result, say one thing in their constitutions 
but allow the practice to be quite different; 
and since the only shareholders who could 
protest at such breaches of the constitution 
of the company would be those who bene- 
fited by the breaches such protests would 
be vary rare. All companies but especially 
those with interests overseas should note 
this decision of the House of Lords with 
care. 


| the constructional industries with so 

many contractors in the small and 
medium class and so many companies 
really being the old family business in 
the modern dress of a limited liability 
company, the tax legislation in regard to 
surtax directions on companies is a factor 
which this type of contractor has seriously 
to consider. 

Briefly the legislation applies to com- 
panies which are controlled by five or less 
persons. If such companies do not dis- 
tribute to those entitled a reasonable pro- 
portion of their profits in any one year 
then the Special Commissioners have power 
to direct that all the profits (not merely a 
reasonable proportion of them) must be 
distributed. This distributed profit is then 
of course part of the income of the 
recipients for tax purposes and if these 
recipients are in the surtax range they 
will thus pay surtax on these distributed 
profits. Clearly, therefore, this legislation 
is aimed against the following sort of 
transaction. The ABC. Coy... Ee, 
have profits of £5,000 but have only dis- 
tributed about 10 per cent.; the company 
is entirely director-controlled by two 
directors and their wives; Director X 
wishes to purchase an annuity for himself 
or his wife and for that purpose the com- 
pany loans him out of the undistributed 
profits £3,000—this loan is on very easy, 
or probably non-existent, terms. The loan 
is not of course part of Director X’s income 
at all and thus he has had the benefit of 
the profits of his company without bearing 
any tax burden thereon. This rather 
extreme example is the type of case the 
legislation is aimed at. 

The crucial question in each case to 
which this legislation applies is whether 
or not the company has distributed a 
reasonable part of its actual income for 
any one year or accounting period, In 
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answering that question however the 
Special Commissioners must have regard 
“not only to the current requirements of 
the company’s business but also to such 
other requirements as may be necessary 
or advisable for the maintenance and 
development of that business.” It is this 
essential provision which gives the tax- 
paying company such protection as it has 
against a surtax direction; so if the com- 
pany and those controlling it are satisfied 
that the money has been retained in the 
company for the development of the com- 
pany’s activities and not for the benefit 
of those controlling the company, any 
attempt to make a surtax direction to 
distribute this money should be resisted 
most strongly. An appeal lies to the Board 
of Referees against any direction by the 
Special Commissioners. 

From such information as is available 
it would seem that up to 1958 the Special 
Commissioners would not generally act 
where the company distributed one-third 
of its profits as dividends which would of 
course be part of the payee’s income for 
surtax. This proportion would hold where 
a company had resources which were fairly 
realisable and where no heavy or excep- 
tional capital expenditure was to be 
expected. Since 1958 however this posi- 
tion seems to have altered because there 
was in 1958 a change in profits tax law 
which did away with differing rates of 
profits tax on distributed and undistributed 
profits, whereby the latter bore profits tax 
at a lower rate. So since 1958 the fact 
that the distribution of profits would not 
attract higher profits tax than non- 
distribution has had to be borne in mind. 
There is thus less justification for non- 
distribution and the Special Commissioners 
now seem, from evidence available, to be 
looking for a considerably larger distribu- 
tion and 45 per cent. would be the sort 
of distribution which, as a general guide, 
would probably keep a company safe from 
a surtax direction. 

It should be remembered that once a 
direction is made in respect of the profits 
of any one year or accounting period it 
applies to the whole of those profits and 
not merely a reasonable proportion of 
them. This rule seems grossly unfair and 
indeed the Royal Commission on Taxation 
recommended its modification; but like 
many sensible proposals littered through- 
out Royal Commissions’ reports the 
Government has not implemented it. 

Directors and the financial advisers of 
the sort of family and small companies 
covered by this penal legislation should 
therefore consider very carefully the divi- 
dend policy of their company; moreover, 
as in most matters where a taxpayer meets 
with the Revenue in its more penal guise, 
once a company has had a direction made 
its future is perhaps rather more closely 
watched than other companies. A realistic 
appreciation of this legislation and the 
making of an appropriate distribution may 
well save a company from a surtax 
direction.

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PRESTRESSED CONCRETE EXHIBITION 


Influence of British Development 


ree influential part that British engi- 

neers and designers have played 
in the development of prestressed con- 
crete can be judged from the Prestressed 
Concrete Exhibition now being held at 
the Institution of Civil Engineers, 
London. Organised by the Prestressed 
Concrete Development Group, the exhi- 
bition was opened last week by Sir 
Herbert J. Manzoni, C.B.E., city engi- 
fieer of Birmingham and senior vice- 
president of the Institution. It closes 
tomorrow, January 22. 

The exhibition shows not only the 
extent to which engineers in this country 
have improved on existing methods of 
prestressing and prestressing equipment but 
the extent to which they have actually 
initiated entirely new methods and the 
scale on which their product is being used, 
not only in Britain but also overseas. 


Development in Britain 


Prestressed concrete was first introduced 
into this country barely a dozen years ago. 

Then only Freyssinet’s original system 
was known. After the first variant that 
was heard of—Magnel’s system, developed 
in Belgium during the war—there came 
the British Lee-McCall system (using bar 
instead of wire), the British Gifford-Udall- 
CCL system (initially designed for stressing 
and anchoring single wires in small units 
but now dealing with the largest strand) 
and then the British P.S.C. MonoWire 
system (another single-wire system now 
also used for strand up to 4in. diameter). 
The Preload system for circular stressing 
came from the United States, and British 
engineers now also operate the Swiss BBRV 
system. 

Improvements on the earlier methods 
have been made—many, if not most, 
originating in this country. New types of 
anchorage and jack, which enable the 
smallest units to be stressed, in the most 
confined spaces, and at the other extreme, 
the big multi-strand assemblies giving a 
prestressing force of over 50 tons on each 
strand and tensioning beams over 200ft. 
long, and, in addition, improvements in 
detail, all tending to simplify the pre- 
stressing process can now be seen. 

In the Freyssinet system, for instance, 


are such refinements as an alternative steel 
male cone desigried especially for use with 
“stage” prestressing, a threaded poly- 
styrene coupling cast into the female cone 
for coupling up with the threaded cable 
sheath—and the sheath itself, improved 
in design, shortly to be manufactured in 
this country. The P.S.C. MonoWire system 
—still applicable to one-, two- and four- 
wire stressing of the slenderest units—is 
now applicable to eight- to 12-wire 
anchorages too; a curved stressing tube 
which is also available for stressing round 
corners incorporates roller bearings to 
reduce friction. The Gifford-Udall-CCL 
method is now operated separated by the 
two original component firms, as_ the 
Gifford-Udall system and the CCL system; 
both offer, besides the original anchorage 
of individual bushes into which collets are 
hammered home, the alternative of a plate 
pierced with tapered holes; these small 
plates reduce the area required for 
anchoring. The Lee-McCall bar system 
has introduced an alternative anchorage 
without thread—it consists of collets 
wedged into a cone, enabling the bar to 
be anchored at any point of its length 
an advantage if the precise length required 
is not known in advance. An improvement 
to the original threaded bar is in the 
formation of the thread itself which, 
rolled instead of cut into the steel, leaves 
the effective diameter of the bar unaffected. 
A further improvement is a considerable 
reduction in the size of bar couplers. 


Introduction of Strand 


One advance common to all the wire- 
using methods is the introduction of strand, 
used either singly, or in multi-strand 
assemblies. Gifford-Udall-CCL were pro- 
bably the first British prestressing firm to 
adopt strand stressing, using small (0.7in. 
diameter) strand in the Narrows Bridge, 
Perth, Australia. All the well-known 
systems now make use of strand—the 
P.S.C. MonoWire in sizes up to 4in., the 
others up to Il}in. which is the largest 
size at present available—-and have 
developed appropriate jacks for stressing 
both single strand and multi-strand assem- 
blies. Stressed Concrete Design, the 
British firm operating the Magnel system, 
have developed a method by which the

Magnel-type cable is formed of strand 
up to 48 llin. strands being boxed to- 
gether, thus giving a very high concentra 
tion of prestressing force in a compara 
tively small area. Strand, so extensively 
used in pre-tensioning in the United States, 
is also being adopted in this country for 
the stressing of large pre-tensioned units. 

One difficulty with strand has been the 
measurement of load during prestressing: 
the usual hydraulic pressure gauges are 
insufficiently accurate with such large 
elements. Both Udalls Ltd., and Cable 
Covers, Ltd.. have now available a “load 
meter” which automatically registers load 
in relation to extension, and is extremely 
simple to operate. Another development 
common to most British-operated systems 
is power stressing, with jacks automatically 
operated and powered by either electricity 
or petrol motor, 
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NATURAL RESERVOIRS AUGMENT LONDON’S 
WATER SUPPLY IN SUMMER 


S the result of experiments carried 
out in recent years, London’s 
water supply in drought periods has 
been increased by 1,500,000 gallons 
daily. The idea is that water, drawn 
from existing filtration works during 
winter months, is passed underground 
into the Thanet Sand and the Upper 
Chalk of the Lower Lea Valley through 


wells. Subsequently, abstraction takes 
place from these wells in summer 
months. 


Details of this development were given 
by Mr. E. Boniface, deputy chief engineer, 
Metropolitan Water Board, in a Paper, 
“Some Experiments in Artificial Recharge 
in the Lower Lea Valley,” which was pre- 
sented last week at the Institution of Civil 
Engineers. 

Mr. Boniface described how four re- 
charge experiments were carried out at the 
Board’s Lea Bridge, Ferry Lane and 
Chingford Works between 1953 and 1958. 
He continued: ad 

To obtain a proper perspective it 1s 
necessary to investigate the possibility of 
variations in natural recharge into the 
Lower Lea Valley. A study of the water- 
table contours north of the Thames, 
including the outcrop of the Chalk, shows 
that the ground-water should flow in a 
generally southerly direction. A further 
study of the contours, in relation to the 
surface area of the (Upper) Lea Catchment 
above Feildes Weir, indicates that the 
rainfall over this catchment should give a 
reasonable measure of the availability. of 
water for natural recharge. Meteorological 
Office records show that the average, SIx- 
monthly, winter rainfall during the decade 
ending March, 1958, has been about 34 per 
cent. lower than the standard average over 
this catchment, whereas there has been an 
insignificant variation in the average 
summer rainfall. Therefore, so far as the 
period 1948-58 is concerned, river flows 
will have tended to be less than formerly 


and natural recharge will also have 
suffered. ; 
Three factors support the view that 


natural recharge into this part of the valley 
has a fairly uniform rate of infiltration 
other than the long-term small decline. 
First, the Chalk is surcharged with water 
at many places on its northern outcrop at 
its junction with the overlying Eocene beds 
and river flows and gravel waters are the 
first to suffer in drought periods. Secondly, 
no seasonal variation in Chalk ground- 
water levels has been discernible in the 
area either from infiltration from the 
distant outcrop or from the local percola- 
tion which may occur in the vicinity of 
Lea Bridge and even, to a small extent, 
through the “clay seal” further up the 
valley. Finally, the total abstraction from 
the many wells lying to the north of the 
artificial recharge area and between it and 
the outcrop has not materially altered 
during the present decade. 

With unknown residual effects to 
contend with, calculations to establish the 
effective porosity of the Chalk and Thanet 
Sand became more suspect as the experi- 
ments proceeded, nevertheless the figures 
given for the first and second experiments 
are considered to be useful guides. In 
the second experiment (Lea Bridge and 
Ferry Lane areas) it was calculated that the 
total volume of the aquifers resaturated in 
the combined zones of influence was 
3.706 x 10° cu. ft., of which 2.306 x 10° cu. 
ft. was in the Thanet Sand. The combined 
effective porosity was, therefore, 4.6 per 
cent. on the assumption that the tota! 
quantity of water used in the second 
experiment alone, i.e., 1,072,000,000 gallons, 
was responsible for the replenishment of 
the aquifers. In the first experiment, with 
doubtful fringe effects to cope with in the 
outer part of the zone of influence, the 


effective porosity was calculated to be from 
5 to 7 per cent. Having due regard to the, 
necessarily, very approximate method of 
obtaining these percentages, it is probably 
prudent to accept 5 per cent. as the com- 
bined effective porosity in the conditions 
obtaining. 

The Chalk and the Thanet Sand may 
both have average porosities of about 40 
per cent., but unfissured Chalk, by virtue 
of the capillary properties of its micro- 
pores, may retain a saturated water content 
indefinitely, despite the draining away of 
water in adjacent fissures and always 
provided that no evaporation occurs. For 
example, samples of Chalk taken from the 
well shaft immediately below the brick 
underpinning at Ferry Lane, 30ft. above a 
pumping water level, which had been 
maintained for six months, were found to 
be fully saturated with a water content of 
27 per cent. and a porosity of 43 per cent. 
Thus it seems certain that Chalk has a 
lower percentage of effective porosity than 
the Thanet Sand—a sand stratum which 
is believed to be self-draining apart from 
the pellicular water. Taking the combined 
effective porosity in the second experiment 
as 5 per cent., then, if the value for Chalk 
is taken to be 2 per cent., that for the 
Thanet Sand is more than 6 per cent. It 
is germane to add that the effective 
porosity may be influenced by air 
imprisoned in the voids of a stratum 
during recharge, particularly if it is below 
an aquiclude. 


Ground-water Account 


With the adoption of certain basic 
figures, including the average rates of 
abstraction before and after October, 1953, 
in the Ferry Lane-Lea Bridge area, an 
endeavour was made at the end of the 
second experiment to establish a ground- 
water account. This account postulated 
the loss of aquifer storage prior to artificial 
recharge, at the rate of 2ft. per annum 
over an area enclosed within a two-mile 
radius of either well system, the aquifers 
having an effective porosity of 5 per cent. 
As a result of the experiments, equilibrium 
had been temporarily achieved in the level 
of the water-table in the area and some 
recharge-water had passed outside it. By 
equating the sum of the natural and 
artificial recharge figures with the out- 
goings from the aquifers, this “recharge 
leakage” appeared to be 0.5 m.g.d.; in all 
probability the water was travelling west- 
wards. Such a calculation unquestionably 
over-simplified the matter but it was felt 
that it was helpful in an overall apprecia- 
tion of the position. As _ previously 
inferred, subsequent ground-water calcula- 
tions became more _ hypothetical in 
character. 

The percentage of the recharge-water 
subsequently recovered was of prime 
importance in determining the success or 
failure of the experiments. It has already 
been remarked that this figure had con- 
sistently risen and it apparently reached 
40 per cent. overall at the end of the fourth 
experiment. However, some apparent 
anomalies exist in the quantities given for 
the third and fourth experiments in that, 
considered separately, more water has been 
recovered from the aquifers at Ferry Lane 
and Chingford Mill than has been 
artificially recharged into them at their 
sites. 

Notwithstanding the anomalies, it was 
clear that the Thanet Sand was the better 
aquifer to recharge in the Lower Lea 
Valley. Subsidiary factors influencing the 
percentage of recharge-water recovered, 
such as the period between cessation of 
recharge and commencement of pumping, 
and the characteristics of the well pumps 
could not materially affect the issue in this 
respect. Paradoxically, over-pumping at 
the Ferry Lane and Chingford Mill sites 
has probably contributed ‘to the success of 


the present operations by the formation 
of zones of depression in the sands which 
the recharge-waters have proceeded to fill 
up. 

The variations in non-carbonate hard- 
ness in the water used for recharge 
changed slowly at the various sites in 
accord with the seasonal variations in the 
quality of River Lea water, but appeared 
to have little to do with the more notable 
variations in adjacent wells which wete 
affected by the recharge operations. 

For instance, well S.1 showed a rise of 
non-carbonate hardness greatly in excess 
of the hardness of the recharge-water 
being used at Lea Bridge at the commence- 
ment of each recharge period. In Lea 
Bridge well itself the maximum of non- 
carbonate hardness, again far in excess of 
that possessed by the recharge-water used, 
occurred as soon as abstraction started 
and then gradually assumed more normal 
proportions.* It was possible that, locally, 
the relatively small quantity of natural 
recharge-water seeping slowly downwards 
to the water-table, possessed a high 
non-carbonate and total hardness fraction 
and that upward surges of water into the 
zone of aeration and reversals of flow, 
owing to artificial recharge, were respon- 
sible for this phenomenon. In the case of 
S.4, a well-water possessing no non- 
carbonate hardness, the total hardness was 
affected likewise. A great number of 
determinations were made during the 
course of the experiments to ascertain 
other chemical constituents of the various 
well-waters, but the results do not call for 
special comment. 

To summarise the results of many 
bacteriological tests it can be said that the 
recharge operations did not show any 
decline in the bacteriological quality of the 
waters in neighbouring wells. Direct 
influence from the recharge-water was not 
to be expected, in view of the good potable 
quality of the water used, but until the 
experiments proved otherwise, it was 
possible that some extraneous cause for 
contamination might be brought about by 
a rise in the water-table or by changes in 
the direction of ground-water flow. 

The natural temperature of the Chalk 
well-waters in the area is from 11 to 13 
deg. C., whereas the recharge-water 
temperatures varied between 0 and 16 
deg. C., in accordance with river-water 
temperatures. The temperature of the 
water initially abstracted from the re- 
charge-abstraction sites depended on the 
period of time elapsing between the two 
operations and the temperature of the 
recharge-water used immediately prior to 
the change-over, but, in general, the water 
abstracted soon attained normal ground- 
water temperature. 


Other Considerations 


Time lags were observed, both in 
variations of level and in the hardness 
fraction, in neighbouring wells after 
changes at recharge-abstraction sites. It 
is also interesting to note that, at three 
well sites, where proper standing water 
levels could be obtained, the levels 
fluctuated with precision in accordance 
with changes in atmospheric pressure. 
Naturally, such a disturbing element made 
the study of the effect of recharge difficult 
in areas on the fringe of the zone of 
influence. 

The three recharge-abstraction well 
stations have an effective capital value of 
nearly £400,000. Owing to failing yields 
their future was uncertain when the re- 
charge experiments commenced in 1953. It 
was appreciated that, although the 
economic aspect of the operations would 
be of great importance in determining their 
future, it could not, of itself, decide the 
outcome in view of the number of 

*Such_ fluctuations were known to take 
place prior to the recharge experiments. 
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imponderables which could not be assessed 
solely on financial grounds. Factors which 
defied a_ strictly monetary approach 
included the inherent advantages of main- 
taining local supplies to a district as 
against that from a more distant (river) 
source: the value of making the best use 
of the existing main reticulation, and the 
merit of not placing too great a reliance 
on one preponderant source of supply in 
case some exceptional circumstance should 
render it temporarily unusable. 
Economics 


At the end of the first experiment an 
approximate economic assessment was 
made of the cost of future operations at 
Lea Bridge and at Ferry Lane, based on the 
information available at that time. A 
comparison was then made with the cost 
of obtaining additional water from the 
Thames ina serious drought. An additional 
supply of 1 m.g.d. from the Thames meant 
that additional storage capacity would have 
to be provided. The cost of such construc- 
tion and of conveying the water across 
London during the drought was, therefore, 
compared with the costs incurred in the 
type of recharge-abstraction operations 
described where maximum use was made 
of existing installations. 

An evaluation showed that, where 
potable water could be siphoned into the 
wells, as at Lea Bridge and Ferry Lane, the 
comparative cost of subsequently abstract- 


ing each additional million gallons was 
approximately £47.1 with 10 per cent. 
recovery of the recharge-water used. This 


summation included costs of filtration and 
chemical treatment for 100 per cent. of 
the water used, additional well pumping 
and loan repayment on incidental main- 
laying, meters, etc. On a comparative 
basis, additional water from the Thames 
would cost approximately £46.5 per million 
gallons, calculated on new works of 
economic size, and with factors eliminated 
which are common to both means of 
obtaining an additional supply. 

A similar calculation in the case of 
Chingford Mill, showed that, because of 
the expense of using water under service 
reservoir head, the overall cost of recharge 
at this site did not bear comparison with 
that of additional water from the Thames 
unless the recovery was about 90 per cent. 

Abstraction figures show that the 
corrected percentage of recharge-water 
recovered at Lea Bridge and Ferry Lane, 
taken over the four experiments, gradually 
increased to 34 per cent. and that, mainly 
because of concomitant well development, 
the water “recovered” at Chingford Mill 
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was considerably in excess of the recharge 
quantity—a result which probably will not 
be repeated if it is accepted that the 
natural yield has been increased by the 
operations. Bearing in mind that, despite 
this proviso, the results from Chingford 
Mill were most encouraging, it could be 
said that, with the overall recovery at 38 
per cent., recharge at the three sites was 
an economic proposition from the Board’s 
viewpoint alone, apart from the gain to 
other well users. 

As the fourth experiment drew to a con- 
clusion an overall assessment of the results 
encouraged the hope that an extension of 
operations would be possible. The need 
for economy, however, precluded expendi- 
ture at the time on the necessary additional 
plant and connections. It was decided, 
therefore, to continue with  recharge- 
abstraction as normal operational proce- 
dure at Chingford Mill, Ferry Lane, and 
Lea Bridge. 

Conclusion 

The experiments have shown that a 
considerable quantity of river-water, 
surplus to the Board’s winter requirements, 
can be stored in the Thanet Sand and the 
Upper Chalk of the Lower Lea Valley for 
use during periods of peak demand in the 
following summer and autumn months at 
economic cost to the Board, the quantity 
recovered being 38 per cent. of the water 
used in artificial recharge; the percentage 
recovered increasing as the experiments 
progressed. Furthermore, three important 
well stations were rehabilitated. 

Of the 2,700,000,000 gallons of water 
used, about 1,600,000,000 gallons remained 
in the aquifers to benefit the other wells 
in the area, the previous steady fall in 
water levels having been checked. In 
addition, wells outside the area of detect- 
able influence profited to an unknown 
extent. Altogether, the outputs of a 
number of private wells have been main- 
tained instead of falling. Hence, indirectly, 
further calls on the Board's supply have 
been prevented. 

Using spare filter capacity, producing 
8 m.g.d. in a period of low demand, the 
safe additional well output, averaged over 
the summer and autumn months, rose to 
1} m.g.d.; furthermore, during the months 
of maximum demand, the supply was aug- 
mented by about 3 m.g.d. The only real 
disadvantage disclosed was the temporary 
increase in the hardness fraction of some 
of the well-waters influenced by recharge. 
In no case, however, did the increase affect 
the purity and wholesomeness of the 
waler,

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To adumbrate the future of this method 
of recharge is not easy when the chief 
criterion has to be the direct benefit to the 
statutory water authority alone. The 
obvious necessity of only using water of 
first-class quality for recharge, in an area 
where so many wells have been sunk, 
immediately restricts the maximum amount 
of water available for it. Further, the 
water should only be taken during periods 
of surplus river flows. With a spare 
filtration capacity of the order of 50 m.g.d. 
during part, at least, of the winter period, 
it would appear theoretically possible to 
increase the safe additional yield of the 
Board’s well resources by about 9 m.g.d. 
on a pro rata basis if suitable recharge 
sites are available. 

In practice it would be very doubtful if 
the necessary combination of favourable 
circumstances, including availability of 
surplus river-water, filtration and pumping 
plant, and mains, would allow recharge to 
take place at a rate approaching 50 m.g.d., 
bearing in mind the need for overhauls, 
repairs, etc., in “off peak’’ periods. <A 
forecast, based on a gradual extension of 
operations in areas adjacent to the existing 
recharge-abstraction sites up to. the 
practical limit set by the main reticulation 


and plant availability, places the safe 
additional well yield in the immediate 
future at a total of about 3 m.g.d. There 


is a possibility of a further increase if a 
new filtration works of larger capacity 
replaces Lea Bridge. 
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Australia, which had been covered to some 
extent in the technical Press. In a picture 
of the bridge under construction he said 
it was interesting to note the mass of stag- 
ing used, which one did not associate with 
bridge construction. Although the beam 
was designed as a cantilever beam so that 
it could be floated and lifted into pgsition, 
it was felt more economical to use conven- 
tional staging. 

In connection with the central span, of 
370ft., those concerned were faced with 
the deadload problem, which had predomi- 
nated. To help in the construction of 
the bridge they had put the cables outside 
the section, within the top and bottom 
flanges, but outside the web. In regard to 
this length of 370ft. he had been very con- 
cerned about friction. Steel saddles were 
used at the ends in order to determine the 
friction, and they knew pretty accurately 
the stresses throughout the length of the 
beam. 

He felt that bridge designers should pay 
more attention, as indeed many were doing 
now, to the mechanical side when dealing 
with bridges. Many of the things that 
had been done in the past with bearings 
would horrify the average mechanical 
engineer. 

Mr. Gifford showed some photographs 
taken during the construction of the 
bridge, and after it was completed. 

Mr. Harris, replying to another speaker, 
who questioned the economy of a bridge 
of about 1,000ft. span of the type men- 
tioned as having been built in Belgium, 
said he could not express views on that, 
because it was not a scheme that he had 
investigated in any great detail; and 
certainly he was very conscious of the diffi- 
culties of dealing with such a bridge of 
1,000ft. span which had to be formed all 
the way across. He had put forward the 
bridge that was built in Belgium as being 
rather an interesting idea. He had found 
that extrapolations to larger spans by 
using coefficients, by multiplying auantities 
of materials, never gave the right answers. 
If one were to build a structure which 
was an adaptation of Mr. Van de Pitte’s 
design, to a span of 1,000ft., it would 
certainly require some modifications.

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BRITISH ENGINEERS VISIT FRENCH 
SERRE-PONCON DAM 


A NUMBER of British consulting 
4 engineers and civil engineering 
contractors recently visited the Serre- 
Poncon Dam project on the Lower 
Durance River in the French Alps at 
the invitation of the Electricite de 
France. 

Situated near the town of Gap, the earth 
dam will be the largest of its kind in 
Europe, and will involve the handling of 
20,000,000 cu. yd. of material in its con- 
struction, 


Soil Selection 


Two kinds of soils have been selected 
for the fill: For the impervious core, 
materials of slight clay content embedded 
with soft limestome rock (Lias) more or 
less in a state of decomposition have been 
chosen, as well as rolled gravels of glacio- 
morainic origin. For the upstream and 
downstream shells as well as for the transi- 
tion zones and the drain, alluvial deposits 
taken from the Durance river bed near the 
dam site are being used. These materials 
are used to build up the upstream shell, 
the transition zones or the drain depending 
on the perviousness which varies from one 
pit to another. 

The alluvial materials are excavated by 
means of two 7 cu. yd. draglines, one 2.5 
cu. yd. dragline, and two 5 cu. yd. shovels, 
all electrically powered. Material for the 
core is extracted by means of an electric 
5 cu. yd. shovel. The materials are trans- 
ported by 34 25 cu. yd. bottom-dump 


vehicles, the average output being 33,000 
cu. yd. per day, working on a two shift 
basis of ten hours each. 

Dumped from trucks in wide ranges, the 
materials are spread in regular layers by 
means of bulldozers, then scarified in order 
to make them uniform and to remove the 
large pieces of rock. The maximum sizes 
of rock authorised are 12in. for the shells 
and 6in. for the core while the pebbles are 
used on the faces of the dam. 

Theoretically the shell materials are 
pervious and control of the water content 
is not necessary. Approximately 2.7 cu. 
ft. of water is added for every cu. yd. of 
soil to facilitate the compaction. This 
moistening is effected by bottom-dump 
vehicles specially adapted as tank lorries. 

The water content of the core materials 
is carefully controlled. As the in-situ mate- 
rials are too dry and sufficiently pervious, 
the horizontal surface of the quarry is 
irrigated by being separated into 65ft. by 
65ft. pools, thus receiving the necessary 
amount of water to moisten 16ft. thick 
layers. Excavation can be effected three 
to four weeks later, after this water has 
penetrated. 

Great modification of the water content 
after placing is in this way avoided. The 
specifications call for water content 2 per 
cent. above the optimum Proctor corres- 
ponding to a compaction energy of 8,200ft. 
lb./cu. ft., in order to limit pore pressure 
and perviousness. 

Three 50-ton pneumatic-tyred Albaret 
compactors, type C.ll, and one 50-ton 


spare roller, hauled by crawler tractors, 
are used for compaction of the materials. 

Alluvial materials are laid out in 2ft. 
thick layers, and compacted by these rollers 
ballasted to 100,000lb., inflation pressure 
being 90 p.s.i. The specified density is ob- 
cained after four passes, and rolling speed 
is a 3 m.p.h. maximum. The average dry 
density obtained for the soil is approxi- 
mately 140 to 144 Ib./cu. ft. 


Core Materials 


Core materials have to be compacted 
with greater care; at the beginning this 
was achieved by means of two double 
drum sheepsfoot rollers, ballasted to 
40,000lb. and hauled by crawler tractors 
running at 3 m.p.h. maximum speed. Before 
compaction the layers were 10in. thick and 
eight passes were necessary. By this com- 
paction method, however, it was impos- 
sible to reach a sufficient output in com- 
parison with the one obtained on the 
shells, the more so as the compaction of 
the core had to be stopped because of bad 
weather, while the compaction of the 
shells could go on without difficulties. 

In view of this it was suggested by the 
contractor that the compaction method for 
the core should be changed to use the 
pneumatic-tyred rollers instead of the 
sheepsfoot rollers. 

By means of a test fill the contractor 
proved that he was able to obtain at least 
equal dry densities by using the C.1l

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BRITAIN GETS JAPANESE GAS 
WORKS CONTRACT 


N association with their Japanese licen- 
sees, Humphreys and Glasgow, Ltd., of 

London have won an order to install an 
oil gasification plant in Osaka, which will 
eventually be the largest of its kind in the 
world. 

By the end of this year, four units each 
making 5,000,000 cu. ft. of town gas a 
day will be in operation. The total cost 
of this installation will be about £700,000. 
Eventually further units will be added to 
bring the total capacity of the plant to 
30,000,000 cu. ft. a day. 

The plant, ordered by the Osaka Gas 
Co., Ltd., for its new Hokko works employs 
Humphreys and Glasgow’s Onia-Gegi pro- 
cess, which enables town gas to be pro- 
duced from a wide range of hydrocarbons, 
including heavy fuel oil. 

Special equipment exported from Britain 
will include catalysts, hydraulic automatic 
control equipment and oil burners. Close 
collaboration with the Japanese companies, 
Ishii Iron Works and Okura Trading Com- 
pany will be maintained during the con- 
structional and engineering stages. The 
rest of the plant will be manufactured by 
Ishii Iron Works to Humphreys and 
Glasgow’s designs. 

The new plant will be the third Onia- 
Gegi installation in Japan. Two smaller 
units, each producing 500,000 cu. ft. of gas 
per day were recently commissioned at 
Yaizu and Himeji and are now operating. 

The Osaka Gas Co., is the second largest 
in Japan and supplies three major cities, 
Osaka, Kobe and Kyoto, with a combined 
population of 5,500,000. The area is sup- 
plied with gas by a high-pressure distribu- 
tion network, fed from five large gas- 
producing stations. 


C.S.LR.0. STUDIES BRICK 


EXPANSION 


The Australian Commonwealth Scientific 
and Industrial Research Organisation has 
undertaken studies of brick construction 
work to find out why some clay products, 
when exposed to moisture, tend to cause 
faults in buildings unless proper precau- 
tions are taken. 

The organisation has discovered that 
bricks begin to expand immediately upon 
leaving the kiln. With one type of brick 
produced in Australia, a wall built with 
bricks fresh from the kiln may eventually 
expand as much as 2.8in. per 100ft. of wall 
length. 

The C.S.I.R.O. advises that bricks be well 
burnt and allowed to stand as long as 
possible before use. It has been found 
that about half of the expansion which 
takes place over a five-year period occurs 
within the first six months of building. 

Mortars which are rich in lime are pre- 
ferable to strong cement mortars for build- 
ing work, and expansion joints should be 
provided at intervals in the brickwork, 
the Organisation advises. 


AERATED WALL BLOCK CUTS 
COSTS 


_ A new type of aerated plaster wall block, 
invented in South Australia, is claimed to 
cut the cost of building an averaged sized 
house by about £A125. 

Suitable for interior partitions and cavity 
walls, and for flat roof construction, the 
block has a wall area equal to nine standard 
bricks, weighs only one-third as much, and 
will blend with normal brickwork. 

The manufacturers, Ultimate Building 
Materials, Ltd., of Bromption, South Aust- 
ralia, claim that the blocks can be laid and 
finished in one-third of the time required 
to build a similar-sized brick wall. 

_ The company makes a special prepara- 
tion which is sprayed on the blocks to make 
them water-repellant. 
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LARGEST SINGLE-STOREY 
ARCH-TYPE BUILDING 


ts = largest single-storey arch type of 
building for factory use in Australia has 
recently been completed at Homebush Bay, 
New South Wales. It has been built for 
Ralph Symonds, Ltd., makers of plywood 
panels of extra large size—up to 9ft. x 50ft. 
The roof area, approximating 18 acres, 
of corrugated Durasbestos, required 
material sufficient to meet the needs of 
more than 600 houses of average size. 
The structure features a combination of 
Gothic and saw-tooth type of arch, and in- 
corporates several unusual design aspects. 
Rain water, for instance, is carried from 
the roof by means of a box gutter, at 
roof-valley level and passes into drain pipes 
designed to act as structural columns. The 
water is then fed into large-diameter con- 
crete pipes, cast integrally in the concrete 
floor of the building and fed into Home- 
bush Bay or the adjacent Parramatta River. 


Scottish Factory 


This year Ralph Symonds, Ltd. will ship 
from this £A2m. plant a_ prefabricated 
laminated timber factory for erection at 
Leith, Scotland. Its Scottish subsidiary, 
Ralph Symonds (Scotland), Ltd., will use 
the factory for producing plywoods and 
veneers. 


TURKISH OIL REFINERY TO 
COST £18M. 


Mr. Adnan Menderes, Prime Minister of 
Turkey recently laid the foundation stone 
of an £18m. refinery at Mersin, in South 
East Turkey. The project is being financed 
by three refining companies associated with 
Mobil International, Royal Dutch/Shell and 
British Petroleum, whose shares in it will 
be 56 per cent., 27 per cent. and 17 per 
cent. respectively. 

The Mersin refinery, which will have a 
capacity of 65,000 barrels a day, will be 
built by the United Kingdom firm, Foster 
Wheeler, Ltd., and is expected to go on 
stream towards the end of 1961. 


GHANA TO BUILD £44M. 
CEMENT FACTORY? 


Ghana’s Industrial and Agricultural 
Development Corporation plans to build a 
£44m. cement factory at Bonyere in 
the western region, reports Barclays Bank 
D.C.O. from its office in Accra. 

The final decision will be taken after 
discussion with a United Kingdom cement 
firm and a team of overseas cement special- 
ists who are expected shortly in Ghana, 

The Bank adds that it is understood that 
a survey of this project has been carried 
out by a German firm and Ghana’s Geo- 
logical Survey Department. 


PAKISTAN ORDERS BRITISH 
TRACTORS 


An order for 88 Challenger diesel crawler 
tractors has been placed with John Fowler 
and Co. (Leeds), Ltd., by the Pakistan 
Government. 

The tractors, which will be fitted with 
Marshall hydraulic angledozers will be used 
for land reclamation, road making and irri- 
gation work by the Department of Agricul- 
ture. 


LIBYAN OIL PIPELINE 
CONTRACT 


The South Durham Iron and Steel Co., 
Ltd., have been awarded a contract, worth 
£1,430,000, by the Esso Petroleum Co., 
Ltd., for the supply of 100 miles of 30in. 
diameter pipes. These will form a new 
pipeline from the Libyan oilfield to the 
Mediterranean. 

Won against strong Continental compe- 
tition, this contract is the company’s first 
for steel pipes for North Africa.

LARGE DIAMOND DRILL

depths in excess of 10,000ft. Initially it 
will be used for drilling BX size (2}in. 
diameter) holes. 

The drilling rig will operate in con- 
junction with an inclinable frame carrying 
a head sheave 72ft. from the base, which 
permits hoisting 60ft. lengths of rods. 
Down time during hoisting and lowering 
rods is thus considerable reduced. 


ARCON SCHOOL FOR NIGERIA 


An order worth nearly £38,000 has been 
awarded to Taylor Woodrow (Building Ex- 
ports), Ltd., London, marketing member 
of the Arcon Group of manufacturers of 
prefabricated buildings, for steel-framed 
buildings to provide a secondary technical 
school at Port Harcourt, Nigeria. 
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Albaret compactors at 35-ton weight over 
layers 14in. thick before compaction. Six 
to eight passes provided the specified dry 
density and eight passes were accepted. 

The pneumatic-tyred rollers proved suc- 
‘cessful, and the thickness of the core 
layers was increased from 10in. to 14in.

When the core compaction has been 
completed the surface is smoothed by a 
smooth-wheel, towed-type roller with a 
double drum. This is the Albaret sheeps- 
foot roller without its feet-bearing shells, 
which are removable. 

Other projects inspected by the visitors 
included various power stations and canals 
along the Lower Durance River, and 
among these was the Saint Esteve scheme. 

This scheme, near Aix-en-Provence, in- 
volves the construction of a 17-mile long 
canal with 10,000,000 cu. yd. of excavation, 
of which nearly 6,000,000 cu. yd. 
will have to be compacted for erecting the 
canal berms. Numerous types of sails are 
being met along the canal, and Electricite 
de France have carried out laboratory as 
well as in-situ full scale compaction tests 
with the most typical soils, prior to con- 
tractors’ tendering. Test dikes had also 
been built prior to the Serre-Poncon dam 
construction. 

The visit was arranged through A. Long 
and Co., Ltd., 45 Parliament Street, Lon- 
don, W.1, who earlier in the year had 
organised a visit for officials of the Elec- 
tricite de France and French contractors 
to.see the Walton Reservoir contract, 
where compactors supplied by A. Long and 
Co., were at work. 
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DURGAPUR STEELWORKS, 
First Stage Completed 


\ ITH the recent commissioning by 

the President of India of the first 
blast furnace at the Durgapur Steel- 
works, the first stage of the project, 
comprising in itself an integrated 
steelworks, has been completed for 
Hindustan Steel, Ltd. 

Situated at Durgapur, West Bengal, the 
complete steelworks, which will be com- 
pleted by August, 1961, represents the 
largest single export order ever obtained 
by British firms, to the value of about 
£105m, 

The. area of the works inside the seven- 
mile-long boundary wall is about 1,500 
acres, and work has involved the moving 
of some 5,000,000 cu. yd. of earth and the 
driving of 15,100 piles. An estimated final 
total quantity of 550,000 cu. yd. of con- 
crete will be used, and the area covered 
by roofed buildings will amount to 
3,500,000 sq. ft. The highest structural 
steel building will be the melting shop, 
with a height to the roof apex of 120ft., 
and the highest plant structure, at 225ft., 
will be the blast furnace. A 280ft.-high 
chimney will surmount the coke oven 
battery, and a coal service bunker, 166ft. 
high, will be the highest concrete structure. 

Some 70 miles of railway track will be 
constructed on the site, with 20 miles of 
roadway, and 50 miles of water main and 
drains. Five natural draught water cool- 
ing towers and six induced draught water 
cooling towers will be provided, and the 
232ft.-high blast furnace gas holder will 
have a capacity of 3,000,000 cu. ft. 

To be completed by the end of April, 
1960, the second stage will consist of a 
second coke oven battery, benzol rectifica- 
tion plant, second blast furnace, steel 
melting shop with three open hearth 
furnaces, 42in. blooming mill, a continuous 
billet mill, sleeper bar plant, and oxygen 
plant. 

The third stage, 


due for completion by 
the end of April, 


1961, will comprise a 
third coke oven battery, third blast 
furnace, remaining four open _ hearth 
furnaces, a 24in. medium section mill and 
continuous merchant mill. 

A special casting shop, wheel and axle 
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plant, and the remainder of the steel melt- 
ing shop will constitute the final stage of 
the steelworks. 

The project is being carried out by 
Indian Steelworks Construction Co., Ltd. 
(ISCON), a consortium of 13 British firms. 
These firms are responsible for the follow-

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Talking of Safety 


by 


NLIKE the average factory, which 
delivers its produce in a steady 
flow, a building or constructional engi- 
neering job has a definite beginning, 
middle, and end. Thus the course of 
a contract is like a story, well or badly 
told as the case may be, and whether 
its outcome is a happy one or not 
depends upon several factors, not the 
least of which will be the history of its 
accidents and consequential injuries to 
its personnel. 

At that point the analogy ends, becaus2 
a good story with a satisfactory ending 
may follow upon an indifferent opening, 
whereas the success (or otherwise) of a 
contract is likely to be influenced very con- 
siderably by its state of progress during 
the early days. This is as true for rela- 
tively small but nevertheless important 
details as it is for major considerations, 
and where safety is concerned I would 
say that attention to detail is vital from 
the first “ blow-up” of the very first day. 

One important piece of work which often 
begins badly is the erection of an ordinary 
metal scaffold, and it was in the course of a 
tour round a new site in the East Mid- 
lands that I came across an example of 
this kind of neglect. Fortunately the 
structure had not progressed above the 
level of its first uprights, and it was pos- 
sible to take corrective action without 
seriously interrupting the work. The scaf- 
fold was being erected along two walls of 
an existing concrete structure to enable 
some work to be carried out near the top. 
It was a putlog scaffold, tied to a row of 
uprights behind the openings in the walls. 
At that time the work was being carried 
out by Bob Roberts, an experienced scaf- 
folder (who should have known better), 
and two other men. Bob came towards 
me as I stood looking at the scaffold. He 
looked rather unhappy—possibly he had 
seen my express‘on. 

“ Dragee,” who is a 
engineer, would welcome 
cussion in this column. All names of persons 
mentioned in these discussions are entirely 
fictitious. Questions of law are expressed as 
the author’s personal opinions and are not 
claimed to be authoritative.—EpiTor.

Also, when the scaffold is standing on 
hard material such as this, the sole plate 
increases the amount of friction between 
the ground and the base of the upright.” 

“Is there a standard size of sole plate?” 

“Not really: it should not be less than 
Yin. wide and lL}in. thick—and the longer 
the better. A single plate should carry at 
least two uprights, with or without rakers 
attached.”

I prefer 
to use boards which are not quite good 
enough for platforms or gangways. There 
is a British Standard (B.S. 1139:1951- 
Metal Scaffolding) which refers to base 
plates, however, and this says—amongst 
other things—that a steel base plate must 
have a level surface of not less than 36 sq. 
in. in area, and it must be at least (in. 
thick. You will see that our base plates 
are slightly thicker than that.” 

I pointed to an upright standing on a 
brick. “ That must never be allowed to 
happen,” I said. “ Bricks crush very easily’ 
under a load of that kind. And here is 
another thing: always arrange your uprights 
to lean slightly inwards. It helps to give 
stability to the scaffold when it gets higher. 
In fact the whole success of your scaffold 
as a structure depends upon how you start. 
And don’t imagine these are all my own 
bright ideas. You will find them in Regu- 
lation 10 of the Building Regulations—and 
I happen to know that there is a fresh 
copy hanging up in your mess hut at this 


very moment. In fact I put it there.”

that the country is proceeding through the 
earlier phase of a trade-cycle recovery. 
There should be some way to go before 
restraining measures are reauired. The 
position today is different from five years 
ago, since the present consumer goods 
boom is likely to reach its peak before any 
investment goods boom. 

If we do as well as we have done in the 
last five years, average living standards 
will have risen by one-third by 1970. 
Rising living standards mean that buildings 
become obsolescent faster, and doubts 
have already been expressed as to whether 
the present housebuilding rate is sufficient 
to cope with this factor, the relief of over- 
crowding, and the population increases 
forecast by the Registrar General—in the 


next 10 vears the number of people in 
Britain will rise by rather more than two 
million. 


The road and hospital programmes (both 
long-term) should soon be gathering more 
momentum, and there are welcome signs 
that industrialists are thinking once again 
in terms of more factory space. 

It is to be hoped that in 1960 no barriers, 
artificial or otherwise, will hinder the 
industry from doing its job. If the industry 
can be assured of a steady, uninterrupted 


flow of work, its costs and prices will 
reflect the benefit to the country as a 
whole.

DIRECT LABOUR IN BIRMINGHAM 


Five Years’ Development of the Building Department 


Controversy invariably surrounds direct labour operations by local authorities, 


and Birmingham is no exception. 


The following extracts from a report presented 


to the City Council recently by the House Building Commitee indicate the 
growth of building by direct labour in that city. 


j},OLLOWING the Council's decision 
of April 13, 1954, to set up a 
Direct Labour Building Department, 
organisational work was put in hand in 
the October. A five-year plan was 
agreed, and operations on the first con- 
tract commenced in April 1955. 

It will be remembered that the Depart- 
ment started from nothing. A completely 
new and self-supporting Department had to 
be built, and it is therefore both interesting 
and necessary to compare what has been 
achieved with that which was originally 
planned.

Finance: Contract Accounts 


It must be borne in mind that all costs 
Yaced by the Departmtent have to be 
recovered in these accounts. These, of 
course, include charges levied in respect of 
of Central Administration. Light plant and 
tools are charged to contracts in the form 
of an overhead rate, and heavy plant is 
charged at an hourly working rate. 

It was recognised that a new department, 
starting from nothing, would need time to 
settle down before it became an economic 
building unit. The initial costs of setting 
up the Department would have also to be 
taken into account. It was agreed that 
losses on early contracts must be expected 
such losses being offset by later savings. 
The five-year plan therefore envisaged that 
the Department would have recouped all 
initial deficiences by the end of the fifth 
operational year. In order to arrive at any 
conclusion regarding this, it is necessary 
to take into account not only work on 
which final accounts have been agreed, but 
also other completed contracts and work 
in hand, on a valuation basis. 

An assessment of the position on such a

From the foregoing, it would appear that 
the Department has an excellent chance 
not only of recouping all initial deficiences 
at the end of five years but also of being 
able to show an overall saving. There has 
of course, been a reduction in tender 
prices over the past three or four years and 
it would seem likely that the existence of 
the Department has had some bearing on 
the degree of reduced prices, which no 
doubt benefits the Corporation in all their 
building activities, 

Direct Labour is no new departure on the 
part of the Corporation, and-in fact it has 
been successfully used by major Depart- 
ments for the last fifty years. 


Workmanship 


The observations of the Housing Man- 
ager upon the workmanship of the Direct 
Labour Building Department may be of 
interest, namely: 


“(a) When the Direct Labour Building 
Department had been in operation for 
about year, I was able to say that in 
my opinion their standard of work- 
manship and finish was superior to 
that of any contractor producing 
houses for the Corporation. 


(b) This was followed by an all-round 
progressive improvement in stand- 
ards. This may well have been due 
to the stimulus of the standard set 
by the Department. 


(c) As a result of this improvement, it 
is no longer possible to say that the 
quality of the Department’s work is 
above that of every contractor, but it 
is true to say that its work ranks with 


that of the best private contractors 
and is very satisfactory from the 
Housing Management Committee’s 
point of view.” 

The City Architect has also made obser- 
vations as follows: 

“Since it commenced building opera- 
tions in 1955, the Direct Labour Building 
Department has carried out, and is carry- 
ing out, work for which schemes have been 
prepared and supervised under my direc- 
tion, to a value of over £4m. 

The contracts concerned cover house 
building (including multi-storey blocks), 
new school building and extensions, general 
work (such as Northfield Fire Station) and 
many minor works. 

To date, the building work carried out 
has been of good quality both in general 
construction and finish and would indicate 
that the Direct Labour Building Depart- 
ment is a competent building contracting 
organisation working to high standards.” 


Office and Depot 


In the initial plan it was agreed that 
temporary accommodation should be 
found, suitable for the Department’s re- 
quirements for the first five to eight years. 
A portion of the Public Works Depart- 
ment’s Depot in Rotton Park Street was 
taken over for this purpose in January 
1955. In view of the growth of the Depart- 
ment in advance of original plans, the 
future possibilities of the Department, and 
the urgent need for further accommodation 
and provision of workshops, steps have 
been taken to acquire land in Tyburn Road 
which is surplus to the requirements of 
The Public Works Department and the 
Council approved proposals in this con- 
nection on January 6, 1959. The plan- 
ning of suitable development of this site is 
proceeding. 

Conclusion 


In view of the facts outlined in the fore- 
going paragraphs, the House-Building Com- 
mittee look forward with confidence to 
the further development of the Depart- 
ment. 


L.M.B.A. TRAINING SCHEMES 


The L.M.B.A. have prepared for the 
benefit of their members a leaflet giving, 
in the form of “questions and answers,” 
details of the training schemes for boys 
which are administered by the Association. 

Two years ago some 33 firms were 
training approximately 100 young school 
leavers under these schemes; the present 
figure is over 100 firms training about 
350 boys. 

“The fact that these numbers have 
trebled in this period is sufficient indica- 
tion that such a training scheme, organised 
centrally by an employers’ association 
which can provide its members with 
services, advice and guidance, has fully

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WINTER WORKING IN SCOTLAND 
‘“*More Positive Approach Needed ” 


A SUB-COMMITTEE of the Ministry 
* of Works Joint Advisory Panel 
for the Building and Civil Engineering 
Industries in Scotland, under the chair- 
manship of Mr. R. S. Gray, a past- 
president of the Scottish National 
Building Trades Federation (Em- 
ployers), have been considering ways 
and means of avoiding interruptions of 
construction work during winter 
weather. 

Their finding is that, although con- 
tractors do, on occasion, take special steps 
to avoid stoppages, there is, in Scotland, 
no general adoption of the techniques 
which have been recommended in various 
publications on aspects of winter working; 
and that there is need for a more positive 
approach to the problem. 

The sub-committee note that, in Canada 
and certain European countries, winter 
construction is made possible only by 
deliberate planning of work in preparation 
for adverse conditions. They conclude 
that, even in the less arduous conditions 
of the Scottish climate. proper planning 
and site organisation offer a greater pros- 
pect for improvement than any single ex- 
pedient undertaken to prevent immediate 
damage to work in progress. 


Single Manual 


In particular the sub-committee recom- 
mended that all the advice and technical 
information available should be brought 
together in a single manual, or Code of 
Practice, and adopted by the industry as 
a guide to future practice. The general 
scope of such a manual should include the 
following: 

Planning and organisation for winter 
conditions; scheduling of contracts to 
minimise outdoor work in the coldest 


months; maximum completion of access 
roads, excavations, etc., before the onset 
of frost; provision of temporary water 
supply, power and lighting; under- 
cover storage for materials and tools 
and shelter for workmen (including con- 
tinuation of work under polythene 
tents); also the provision in readiness 
of all special equipment, including heat- 
ing appliances and materials, required 
in times of rain, frost or snow.

REDUCING COST OF BUILDING 
L.M.B.A. President’s Warning 


"yy VERY effort must be made to 

reduce the cost of building but 
care must be taken to ensure that the 
return for our efforts is sufficient to 
enable us to organise our businesses 
efficiently,” states Mr. K. J. Pearce, 
president of the London Master Builders 
Association in a foreword to the 
council’s report to be presented at the 
annual general meeting of the Associa- 
tion to be held in London next week. 

Mr. Pearce says that with record 
achievements to its credit last year and 
a forecast by the Minister of Works that 
they should be even busier in 1960, the 
building industry could look forward to 
a period of steadily expanding production 
and great activity in the years ahead. 
Steel production was increasing and they 
were promised a substantial increase in 
brick deliveries, while new materials were 
being developed in an almost bewildering 
variety. 

“Since the end of the war, the industry 
has suffered from abrupt changes in 
Government policy but, in the circum- 
stances of the time, the need for such 
changes is unlikely in the foreseeable 
future,” he continues. “So neither the 
large, medium-sized, nor small builders 
are likely to be short of work. If we take 
advantage of modern techniques and of 
the services available through the Associa- 
tion we can play a vital role in increasing 
the efficiency of our industry. 

New Spirit Abroad 


“The building industry always has, and 
always will have, its problems. Happily, 


a new questioning spirit is abroad. Old 
beliefs are being re-examined; new ideas 
are being thrown into the pool. This is 
happening not only on the employers’ side 
of the industry, for it is encouraging to 
see that the operatives have been con- 
ferring to consider the effect of new 
techniques on the craft side of the industry. 
Such a spirit can only do good and will 
encourage the continuance of the good 
relations which exist within our industry 
today. 

“The L.M.B.A. comes in for its share 
of praise and blame in the technical papers 
and, on the whole, approval exceeds the 
disapproval. Where we are doing our job, 
praise is given; where we are not, this 
is made clear and we should heed such 
criticism. Our day-to-day activities are 
regularly chronicled and our occasional 
incursions into the National Press with 
events such as our luncheon to the Lord 
Mayor and the presentation of the 
L.M.B.A. medals keep us in the public eye.

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N.F.B.T.E. PRESIDENT SUGGESTS 
FOUR WAYS TO BETTER 
BUILDING 


SPEAKING at the annual general 

meeting of the Eastern Federation 
of Building Trades Employers, held in 
Cambridge last week, Mr. T. V. Prosser, 
national president, said: 


“The value of new construction orders 
placed last year is likely to show a sub- 
stantial increase over 1958, and the new 
index recently introduced by the N.F.B.T.E. 
confirms that the volume of work at 
present under construction is also appreci- 
ably higher than it was last year. 

“In this atmosphere of buoyant 
anticipation, however, it is my duty to 
strike a note of caution. The Chancellor 
of the Exchequer has made it abundantly 
clear that rising output together with 
near-stable prices are essential if the 
economy is to expand without inflation. 

“In seeking ways of responding to the 
Chancellor’s appeal I am not going to 
advocate the cutting back of prices just 
for the sake of it. We in the building 
industry have been passing through a 
period of cut-throat competition and now 
there is an urgent need for a restoration 
of sanity in bidding for new work. 

“Nevertheless, genuine price reductions 
can be achieved in four ways. They are: 

“(1) An immense improvement in the 
full design and planning of our buildings— 
full documentation before work starts on 
the site—a policy to which more lip-service 
is paid, alas, than to which effective 
implementation is given. I advise all 
builders, if they haven’t got all they require 
in the way of drawings and other informa- 
tion, to refuse to start the job until they 
have. The Federation will fully support 
their action. 

“(2) A steadily increasing volume of 
materials. We look to the manufacturers 
to develop their output, by extending 
capacity if need be, and by improving their 
methods, so that the irksome and costly 
delays experienced during 1959 do not 
recur. 

(3) By taking full advantage of manage- 
ment and work study courses to bring 
ourselves and our staffs to a high pitch of 
efficiency. 

“(4) By making more land available for 
building. The annual allowance is quite 
inadequate for the demand made on us. 
More land should be allocated for 
residential development and land held by 
local authorities for which only illusory, if 
any, plans exist should be released to 
private enterprise so that we can get on 
with the job.” 


SAVING CONCRETE IN DAM 
CONSTRUCTION 


Prestressing techniques, it is reported, 
are saving 45 per cent. in concrete in the 
Catagunya Dam, which is being built across 
the Derwent River, for the Hydro-Electric 
Commission of Tasmania. 


The amount of concrete required has 
been reduced from 200,000 to 110,000 cu. 
yd. by using the prestressed type of con- 
struction which anchors the concrete to 
the foundation rock. The method is esti- 
mated to have saved £A200,000 on the 
project.

OPENCAST CUTS 
“A Difficult Decision” 


Speaking in London last week, Sir James 
Bowman, chairman, National Coal Board, 
said it was proposed to reduce coal output 
this year by 11,500,000 to 12,000,000 tons. 


Opencast production would be reduced 
by 4,000,000 tons to a total of 7,000,000, 
which was less than half the output that 
could have been produced. To achieve 
this, no new contracts were being let as 
work finished on existing sites. 


Opencast output was very profitable and 
the decision to cut it was a difficult one 
for the board, said Sir James. But there 
would have been serious social hardship 
to the mining community if opencast had 
been allowed to continue at its 1959 level. 
As it was, this contraction would involve 
some redundancy among staff of the open- 
cast executive, though the board would do 
all they could to minimise this.

LONDON-YORKSHIRE MOTORWAY 
Draft Scheme for Second Section 


The Minister of Transport, Mr. Ernest 
Marples, has published a draft scheme for 
the second part of the London-Yorkshire 
Motorway. 

The proposed route of this new 86-mile 
extension of M.1 runs roughly northwards 
from Crick, near Rugby, through North- 
amptonshire, Leicestershire, Derbyshire and 
Nottinghamshire and ends in the West 
Riding of Yorkshire at a junction with 
the Doncaster By-pass, which is due for 
completion in June, 1961. 

Through Leicestershire the route follows 
the “compromise” line proposed by the 
Leicestershire County Council as an alter- 
native to two earlier proposals which met 
with strong objections on agricultural and 
amenity grounds. 

The Minister intends to publish as soon 
as possible his proposals for an extension 
of the Motorway in the West Riding to- 
wards Sheffield and Leeds, and for a spur 
from Catthorpe in Leicestershire to join 
ultimately with a Birmingham to Lancaster 
Motorway. 

It was also announced recently that 
Mr. Marples has decided not to proceed 
with the construction of an experimental 
over-bridge, using Bailey bridge material, 
at the “ Toby Jug” intersection on the 
Kingston By-pass. 

A further and detailed examination has 
revealed that the idea of taking two lines 
of traffic over this intersection on Bailey 
bridges is open to objections on grounds 
of amenity and that a temporary construc- 
tion would not be justified in relation to 
its cost. It is also likely that a project 
of this kind would not have the advan- 
tages from the point of view of traffic and 
safety which preliminary consideration had 
shown that it might possess.

YHIRTY-TWO reinforced concrete 

grain silos, each 50ft. high and 

7ft. square, have been built as part of 

a £1lm. factory now nearing completion 

for J. Bibby and Sons, Ltd., at Lisburn, 
near Belfast. 


They are housed in a “ proportioning 
bins” building which stands 95ft. high, 
comprises about 1,500 cu. yd. of concrete 
and weighs about 2,000 tons. 


Because of this weight, 106 piles had to 
be bored to provide the necessary support 
and each pile had to go 42ft. below the 
ground so that it rested on rock. Piling 
conditions were much worse than had been 
anticipated due to the presence of very 
hard boulders and each pile took about one 
week to bore. 


Two concrete rafts were constructed on 
top of the piles and the ground floor was 
built on top of these. The ground and first 
floors house sensitive proportioning instru- 
ments and the silos have been built be-

tween the first floor ceiling and the top 
floor, which is 80ft. high. 

The intricate shape of the silo mouths 
meant that special wooden shuttering had 
to be employed. The contractors also used 
special techniques to provide a smooth 
finish to the silo interiors to prevent 
material lodging on the sides and ferment- 
ing.

LONDON-YORKSHIRE MOTORWAY 
Draft Scheme for Second Section 


The Minister of Transport, Mr. Ernest 
Marples, has published a draft scheme for 
the second part of the London-Yorkshire 
Motorway. 

The proposed route of this new 86-mile 
extension of M.1] runs roughly northwards 
from Crick, near Rugby, through North- 
amptonshire, Leicestershire, Derbyshire and 
Nottinghamshire and ends in the West 
Riding of Yorkshire at a junction with 
the Doncaster By-pass, which is due for 
completion in June, 1961. 

Through Leicestershire the route follows 
the “compromise” line proposed by the 
Leicestershire County Council as an alter- 
native to two earlier proposals which met 
with strong objections on agricultural and 
amenity grounds. 

The Minister intends to publish as soon 
as possible his proposals for an extension 
of the Motorway in the West Riding to- 
wards Sheffield and Leeds, and for a spur 
from Catthorpe in Leicestershire to join 
ultimately with a Birmingham to Lancaster 
Motorway. 

It was also announced recently that 
Mr. Marples has decided not to proceed 
with the construction of an experimental 
over-bridge, using Bailey bridge material, 
at the “ Toby Jug” intersection on the 
Kingston By-pass. 

A further and detailed examination has 
revealed that the idea of taking two lines 
of traffic over this intersection on Bailey 
bridges is open to objections on grounds 
of amenity and that a temporary construc- 
tion would not be justified in relation to 
its cost. It is also likely that a project 
of this kind would not have the advan- 
tages from the point of view of traffic and 
safety which preliminary consideration had 
shown that it might possess.

HIRTY-TWO reinforced concrete 

grain silos, each 50ft. high and 

7ft. square, have been built as part of 

a £1lm. factory now nearing completion 

for J. Bibby and Sons, Ltd., at Lisburn, 
near Belfast. 


They are housed in a “ proportioning 
bins” building which stands 95ft. high, 
comprises about 1,500 cu. yd. of concrete 
and weighs about 2,000 tons. 


Because of this weight, 106 piles had to 
be bored to provide the necessary support 
and each pile had to go 42ft. below the 
ground so that it rested on rock. Piling 
conditions were much worse than had been 
anticipated due to the presence of very 
hard boulders and each pile took about one 
week to bore. 


Two concrete rafts were constructed on 
top of the piles and the ground floor was 
built on top of these. The ground and first 
floors house sensitive proportioning instru- 
ments and the silos have been built be-

tween the first floor ceiling and the top 
floor, which is 80ft. high. 

The intricate shape of the silo mouths 
meant that special wooden shuttering had 
to be employed. The contractors also used 
special techniques to provide a smooth 
finish to the silo interiors to prevent 
material lodging on the sides and ferment- 
ing. 

A new administration block under con- 
struction will include offices and a can- 
teen. Shower baths and individual lockers 
for plant operators are also being installed 
there. 

A single-storey services building con- 
tains a laboratory, engineering stores, 
workshops for plant maintenance and a 
sack cleaning unit. 

The architects for the factory are

BRICK SHORTAGE THREATENS 
BIRMINGHAM HOUSING 


LDERMAN J. J. Grogan, chairman of 
Birmingham house-building commit- 
tee, stated recently that the Council would 
probably get permission to erect 3,000 
houses, maisonnettes and flats during the 
coming year, but this programme—which 
had not yet been finally settled—was 
threatened by a “grave shortage of bricks.”

Speaking at the annual general meeting 
of The Cleveland Bridge and Engineering 
Co., Ltd., the chairman, Mr. J. R. Dixon, 
said that competition for bridges and other 
structures in steel was still very keen, 
“but we expect inquiries for a considerable 
amount of bridgework in connection with 
new road and railway improvements, and 
should be successful in obtaining some 
share of this work.” 

He claimed that steel had many 
advantages over concrete and expressed 
the hope that some of the authorities who 
favoured concrete when there was a 
shortage of steel would revert to struc- 
tures in steel now that it was again in 
good supply. 


MR. ROBENS’ POST CRITICISED 


The appointment of Mr. Alfred Robens, 
Labour M.P. for Blyth and former Minister 
of Labour, as a consultant on labour rela- 
tions to Atomic Power Constructions, Ltd., 
the contractors for the Trawsfynydd nuc- 
lear power station, has been criticised by 
Mr, E. J. Hill, general secretary of the 
Boilermakers’ Society. 

Writing in the Society’s journal he says: 
“T asssume he was appointed for the job 
because of his belief that strikes are an 
anachronism in a modern society. He made
